CON G RESSIO N A L PR O C EE D IN G S. 


I d th e S enate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 3 d .— It w a s an un­ 
usually full Senate that responded to President 
pro-tem, Ingalls’ callAto order at 12 o clock to­ 
day. 
At that tim e all the galleries were full except 
the President’s and the Diplomatic Department. 
As the m inute hand had overtaken the hour in­ 
dicator ou the dial of the clock facing him, In­ 
galls let fall the gavel ,and Cliaplaiu Butler 
opened the proceedings with prayer. 
A few moments were spent in greeting the 
Senators, and then Senator Sherman offered the 
usual icsolution that the Secretary notify the 
House that the Senate is ready to proceed to 
business. 
9 
The resolutiou was adopted and a committee 
appointed to notify the President that the Senate 
is r^ady to receive any communication he may 
have to make. Messrs. Morrell and Saulsbury 
composed the committee. 
At 12:47 the Senate took a recess until half­ 
past 1 o’clock. 
At the conclusion of recess, the usual message 
from the House aunouncing the fact of its bmug 
iu session and having appointed a éommittee to 
wait upou the President, was delivered, it hav­ 
ing beeu delayed iu consequence of the recess. 
’J his was followed by a report lrom the com­ 
mittee to wait on the President, to the effect 
that it had performed that duty aud that the 
President would communicate in writing im­ 
mediately. Then the President’s message was 
delivered by Pruden, one of his Secretaries, aud 
McCook, Secretary of the Senate, proceeded to 
read it. 
The rending of the message occupied one 
hour and twenty minutes. The portions which 
discussed the questions of the tariff’ revision, 
the treasury surplus, the fishery troubles and 
the West incident were listened to with ven­ 
cióse attention ami apparent interest by four­ 
teen Republican Senators and about aii equal 
uum ber of Democrats. The other jxmions of 
the message seemed not to have many listeners, 
and the reading had the effect of * gradually 
clearing the gallery ot the numerous s¡»ectators. 
Wheu the reading was finished, the message, 
on motion of Hoar, was laid on the table and 
ordered printed. 
Hoar said he was about to move adjournm ent, 
but thought that if it be convenient it would be 
desirable for the Senate to lerfrn from geutle- 
raen having various measures iu charge what is 
to be the order of business for to-morrow. 
The presiding officer, Ingalls, said the unfin­ 
ished business was the bill to reduce taxation 
(the tariff). 
Hoar—*• At wh&t hour will that bill be iu or­ 
der to-morrow ?” 
Presiding officer—“ Two o’clock ” 
Frye—“ I give notice that I shall call up for 
consideration (with the consent of the Senate) 
the bill for the settlem ent with the Union Pa 
cific Railroad Company, to morrow morning, 
immediately after the routine business of the 
morning is completed.” 
In th e H ouse. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 3 d .—Long before the 
hour for the meeting of the second session of the 
Fiftieth Congress the public galleries were filled 
with spectators. 
On the floor hand-shaking was indulged iu 
and congratulations on re-election or condol­ 
ences on defeat exchanged among the members. 
Jocose raillery- on the part of Republicans, pa­ 
tient resignation on the p an of the Democrats 
was everywhere evident. 
At precisely 12 o’clock the fall of the gavel 
stilled the tum ult which existed in the hall, 
aud silenced reigned while the Chaplain offered 
prayer. 
The roll of the members was then called, and 
the hum of conversation broke out afresh. Dur­ 
ing the progress of the call of members Presi­ 
dent Cleveland entered the Executive gallery 
and became an attentive spectator. 
On motion of Mills of Texas, a resolution was 
adopted directing the Clerk to inform the Sen­ 
ate th at a quorum of the House was ready to 
proceed to business. Iu accordance with the 
resolution the Speaker appointed a committee 
to joiu a sim ilar committee appointed by the 
Senate to wait upon the Presidfipt and iuform 
him that Congress was ready ^fo receive any 
communicatiou he m ight desire to trausm it to 
the House, then, at 1 2:10. took a recess for an 


After recess Holman announced that the com­ 
m ittee appointed to wail upon the Presideut 
performed that duty, and that the President 
would com m unicate with Congress forthwith. 
Pruden. one of the President’s Secretaries, 
then announced the annual message, which was 
delivered to the House immediately, and read 
by the Clerk. 
Thai portion of the message in which the 
President treats of the tariff 
question was 
listened to attentively by the members of both 
sides of the House. Now and then a smile, more 
of trium ph then of derision, would appear upou 
the face of some enthusiastic Republicans, but 
the silence was not broken until the Clerk read 
in a clear voice that “ the cause for which the 
battle is waged is comprised w ithin lines clearly 
and distinctly defined. It should never be com­ 
promised. It is the people’s cause.” Then the 
Democrats could no longer restrain their feel­ 
ings, aud broke into a round ot applause which 
was answered by the Republicans with derisive 
laughter. 
From this point interest in the message slack­ 
ened. Mills wafe the only member who paid 
the slightest attention to the further reacting, 
and the noise of the conversation was so great 
that it was no easy task. 
When, at 2:15, the reading was comoleted. 
Mills offered a resolution, which was agreed to. 
referring the message to the Committee on the 
Whole, providing for its printing. 
Adjourned. 
• 


T H E M ORM ON CASE. 


A n E a rly C o n sid eratio n .A sk ed o f tli© 
F e d e ra l S u p rem e C ourt. 
Washington, December 3d.—In the Supreme 
Court to day Hon. F. S. Richards of Salt Lake 
made a motion for the advancement of the case 
of the United States vs. the Mormon Church for 
the forfeiture and eseheatm ent of the Church 
property to the Government, on appeal from a 
decree from the Supreme Court of Utah. After 
stating the claims of the Government and of 
appellants, the following reasons were given 
for the advancement of the case, viz.: That 
it Ls a cause in which the United States 
is 
a 
party ; 
that 
it 
involves 
the 
constitutionality of certain Acts of Congress; 
that it affects not only the people of Utah, but 
the rights of church corporators of every de­ 
nom ination in the Territories, and is therefore 
a question of public interest: that a large 
am ount of church property- has been seized aud 
is now held by a receiver. Much of it is of a 
perishable nature and thus liable to irreparable 
loss and damage if left till the case caneóm e 
up iu its order. 
The great expenses and 
delay will am ount to a virtual confiscation 
of said property : that nearly half a million 
dollars of personal property has been seized, 
when there is no law nor semblance of law for 
seizure of personal property : that part of the 
real estate so seized nas been held by the 
Church for over twenty-five years, and oefore 
the Act of 1862 was passed lim iting the amount 
of real estate to be held by church corporations, 
and that another part had been held as a 
parsonage and is exempted in the tem is of the 
law. 
For these and other reasons appellants ask an 
early hearing of the case. Counsel for the 
Government offered no objection, and the Court 
took the m atter under advisement.

U ncertainty as to W hat B usiness Congress 
W ill F irst T ake Up. 


W a s h i n g t o n . 
December 
3d.—Before 
the 
Senate adjourned to-day notification was made 
by Frye that he would call up the Union Paci­ 
fic settlement bill to-morrow; by Chandler, that 
he would ask for action on his resolution to in­ 
vestigate the Louisiana election of April last, 
and by Allison that he would ask to proceed 
with the tariff bill, and would even (if the dis­ 
cussion was too protracted), call it up during 
the morning hours oí the session. 
It is very uncertain what business the House 
will oegin work on. 
There were many contin­ 
uing special orders lor dates already past, and a 
num ber of measures against which tne point df 
no quorum was raised. Out of this hotch-potch 
the House may pick out almost anything they 
want to consider, bat the chances are that, as 
between the various im portant measures, the 
time will be taken up in disputing which shall 
have precedence, until the direct tax question 
comes up on Thursday. 
Some unanimous con­ 
sent morning-hour business may be done in the 
meantime.

MOSBY’S FEES. 


The Ex-C binesa Consul Gets J u d g m e n t 
for 913,839. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 3d.— The Court of 
Claims to-day gave judgment for $13,839, in 
favor of Colonel John 8. Mosbv. late United 
States Cónsul-Genera] to China. This represents 
tees for certificates to Chinese immigrants to 
the United States, etc., collected in an official 
capacity, and tor which accounting the officers 
of the Treasury Tefused to allow him credit. 
. 
The facts in the case are about as follows ' 
General Mosby, while Consul-General at Hong­ 
kong from February, 1879, till Julv 188>. col­ 
lected for service fee* aggregating 5 8,985. which 
he believed belonged to him as perquisites of 
the office. The State Department decided ad 
versely and he, in order to avoid a controversy 


with superior officers, turned the money into the 
Treasury. On retiring from the position in 1885 
he demanded a return of the money, but the 
Treasury officials declined, although adm itting 
that at least a portion of the fees belonged to 
him. 
Comptroller Durham refused to allow 
Mosby credit for the fee*, on the ground that he 
had voluntarily paid his own mouey iuto the 
Treasury. 
Mosby then brought suit against the 
Government in the Court of Claims. Last winter 
he went to Washington aud argued his own case 
before the Court. The Comt holds that General 
Mosby was entitled to that portion of the amount 
collected.

Tne second session of the Filiieth Congress met 
at noon to explain how it got bounced by the 
American people. The prisoner at the bar said 
that American justice was more honest thauelo- 
queut. God has given you a new Constitution 
aud sense, instead of which you go about the 
country stealing ducks. Alas, for any Congress 
that has a good cnance aud wastes It, stealing 
ducks, or chasing rainbows, or conducting an 
educational campaign. 
The Sun continues, in the most sarcastic m an­ 
ner. to ridicule Cleveland and his message. 
Three sentences are: “ I am right, and the 
country is wrong. Truth is mignty. aud will 
prevail. There may be some uelav. but the 
rainbow still arches the WeStern sky." 
The Press say: •• The message is a unique, aud, 
let us hope, a comparatively harmless illustra 
tion ot the leugth to which a shallow dem a­ 
gogue will go iu order to incite and im oitter one 
Class of American citizens ugaiust auother. 
That portion of the message devoted to the 
tariff issue shows how acutely the President 
feels his defeat, aud at the same time demon 
strates his utter incapacity to deal with this 
question in a calm, dispassionate and statesm an­ 
like m anner.’’ 
The Tribune editorially says that President 
Cleveland’s message is the snarl ot a beaten 
candidate, in a aocuineut which should be a 
diguified .State paper he has taken the pains to 
exhibit the sorentss of a discarded politician, 
because the policy which he had torced upon 
his party was deleated by the people. 


BOSTON PRESS EXPRESSIONS. 


B o s t o n , December 4th.—Regarding the Presi­ 
dent’s message, the Journal says this morning: 
' We grieve to say that the President of the 
I nited States, of whom, by reason of his high 
office, it would be pleasant to speax with re­ 
spect, has tinctured the earlier i»ortiou of his 
message with a demagogism which is unworthy 
the Cnief Executive of this great people, and 
which—so tar as it is accepted by foreigners as 
a statem ent—is untrue and libelous." 
The Herald says: “ The message, in its consid­ 
eration of controverted questions, has iu it 
qualities of that fraukness aud courage which 
have distinguished President Cleveland'.i entire 
public life, aud it will be found to be through­ 
out a statesm anlike as well as patriotic docu­ 
m ent.”

Sherman could not tolerate, and they are tryiug 
to plan some way to insure the defeat ot Foniker 
and the election of Butterworth.

F r a n c is c o , December 3d.—At the fifth 
annual Convention of the officers of the National 
Guard this evening, four of the six brigades 
being represented, it was decided to recommeml 
to the Legislature au increase in the force from 
50 to 60 companies, the m axim um strength of 
each from 120 to 80, aud the m inim um from 60 
to 50. 
The plan to increase the term of all line 
officers from two to four years was rejected. 
Provision was made for the issuance by the 
State of medals tor ten, fifteen audtw entv years' 
active service, and that the State pay a lull per 
diem and allowances for encampments. 
It was decided, as the sense of the Convention, 
that all the regimental and signal corp^ iu 
the Bngade be 
consolidated iu a Brigade 
organization, 
and 
that 
the 
number of 
Brigadiers be reduced from six to three, per­ 
m itting of a Brigade iu the Northern. Central 
and Southern pjrtions of the State. 
This proposition was stubbornly contested bv 
delegates from the northern part of ihe State, 
save General Sheehan, of Sacramento, who 
warmly espoused the movement. 
The officer^ from Southern California favored 
the plan, and it was adopted, recommending 
only three brigades hereufter.

THE HYDRAULIC 
MIKING 
INVESTI­ 
GATION. 


The Comm■ 
ml JI old of San Francisco 
permits 
a correspondent to assail the 


R ec o r d-U n io n because of its comments 
upon the hydraulic debris investigation. 
T he letter oi Mr. Crossman attributes to 
the R ec o r d-U n io n expressions it did not 
make. 
It is full of bitterness, and its pro- 
hydraulic mining character as unconcealed, 
as its unjust aspersions and its charge that 
the champions of the valley cause are in­ 
sincere and engaged in deluding the agri­ 
culturist. 
The -tatement is made, also, 
that the R e c o r d-U n io n is the recognized 
organ of the Anti-Debris 
Association. 
Tnis journal holds no relation of any 
character to that organization, further than 
its interest for public good may relate it 
to similar ellbrt by that body. 
Indeed, the 


R e c o r d-U n io n is not even acquainted 
with the officers of the Association. The 


R ec o r d-U n io n is entirely independent in 
its course upon the question, and cham­ 
pions the Cause of the valley solely because 
of its own conviction of what is right and 
best for the people. 
Since the matter is again up, we take 
occasion to repeat that the Engineering 
Commission now sitting is an object of 
profound interest in the valley, and that 
it is the public judgment throughout the 
valley that it should hold its sessions upon' 
the field of its inquiries. 
We know of no 
reason to doubt the impartiality of the 
Commission, or its intention to be thorough 
and just m its inquiries. At the same 
time we repeat—though the correspondent 
referred to absurdly construes it to be an 
assault upon the Commission—that gentle­ 
men who are strangers to the case and 
the question, whicli is phenomenal, not 
known in the books and stands alone 
because of its peculiarities, cannot so well 
examine into it at arm's length and alone 
as they could by working at close quarters 
and with each side represented to direct 
attention to the character of the issue, the 
claims in the contention and to interpose 
where error is presented and assertion at­ 
tempted to tie substituted for fact. 
Only a 
jaundiced and suspicious mind can find 
in such suggestion any offense. 
The claim of the valley is that the Com­ 
mission should give each side full oppor­ 
tunity to examine opjiosing witnesses, and 
point out erroneous positions assumed, and 
expose deceptive testimony. 
Obviously 
that cannot be done where the proofs are 
to be of the character indicated in the fol­ 
lowing letter issued by the Engineers :

We submit that it is thus placed within 
•the power of any one to put before the 
Commission the wildest and most errone­ 
ous of statements. Thus, if the corre­ 
spondent of the Commercial Herald repre­ 
sents the hydraulic miners, and sends the 
Commission a document at all comparable 
w ith the monstrous claims and incorrect 
assertions of hi- letter, the Engineers will 
have before them a mass of the most mis­ 
leading statements and absurd assertions 
imaginable, and unless disclosure is made 
of the fact, the friends of the valley will 
be unable to reply to them intelligently. 
It certainly appears to be the intent of 
the law to have an investigation conducted 
npon the basis of testimony fortified by the 
solemnity of the oath, and not upon state­ 
ments that any person may see fit to write 
out and file with the Commission. 
Such a 
method as the latter will simply confuse 
thejinquirers with conflicting and irresponsi­ 
ble statements, and they will in vain search 
foi the truth. 
If, however, these solicited 
communications are to be but prefatory to 
a thorough investigation upon the basis of 
6worn testimony, our criticism does not 
apply. 
In that case, however, would it not 
be better that able representatives of each 
side should state their cases clearly, point 
by point in writing, in the nature of con­ 
cise pleadings similar to those upon which 
issues are joined before tribunals of inquiry 
into the merits of a case involving radical 
disagreement as to what are facts? In 
short, orderly proceeding, with some con­ 
formance to the usages of Courts, but with­ 
out legal technicalities, will best serve the 
purpose of the law creating the Commis­ 
sion, and be the best method of arriving at 
th e truth. 
We cannot understand why the Com­ 
mission should sit in San Francisco. 
All 
th e witnesses are in the valley and the 
mountains. 
Here is the scene of the dam 
age done; in the mountains are the instru­ 
ments by which it was accomplished. 
Ilere, then, we repeat, both in valley and 
mountain, the Commission should sit and 
hear witnesses that may be brought before 
it by both sides essential to the purposes of 
its creation. They should see and them ­ 
selves examine the men who testify, and 
judge of their capacity and their intelli­ 
gence upon the subject, and tjieir means of 
knowledge and submit them to the cross­ 
exam ination of their opponents also. We 
cannot understand how the valley or the 
m ountain interests are to he properly pre­ 
sented by fugitive letters, individual state­ 
ments, maps and statistics sent from here, 
there and everywhere, and mere dogmatic 
claims and assertions by either side. 
We 
Are confident that the Commission desires 
Ao arrive at the exact truth in the speedi- 


, whose interests at stake are gieater than 
those of any other county and whose 
future may be allected by the correct 
settlement of the question by the Commis­ 
sion now engaged in the investigation?

A school election was held in this city 
yesterday, at which a flagrant outrage upon 
voters was committed. 
The law requires 
that the polls shall open at 6 a . m . and 
shall not close until 7 p. m. 
A simpler, 
more clearly stated law does not appear 
upon the statute books. 
Yet, in the face 
of this provision, which the Judges and 
Inspectors of Election had solemnly sworn 
to support aud enforce, the polls through­ 
out the city closed at about 4:.'>1. The 
election officers defended their action by 
citing the Trustees’ call for the election, 
which prescribed that the polls should 
open at 6 o’clock (morning was not named) 
and close at “ sundown.” 
It does not seem 
to have occurred to the Judges aud In­ 
spectors that they were sworn to obey the 
election laws 
of the 
.State 
and 
not 
the 
illegal 
aud blundering proclama­ 
tion. 
It is simply amazing that after the 
experience of last year, when this same 
matter was gone over and just such another 
blunder was made by the City Audi 
tor, who is said to have this year also 
drawn the Trustees’ proclamation, that the 
thing should have been repeated. 
It was 
an odd mixture at best. 
The old law re­ 
quired the jtolls to open one hour after 
sunrise and close at “sunset;” the pro­ 
clamation adopted the new State law 
so far as 
6 o’clock was 
concerned, 
but 
omitted 
“ in 
the 
morning,” 
and 
placed 
the 
closing 
hour 
at “ sundown,” whatever hour that may 
he. Iu the Santa Clara school election case, 
where the polls were not opened, by order 
of a Board of School Directors, until 1 p. 
m. and closed at 6 p. m., the Supreme 
Court held the election to be invalid as 
against any protest, and that the illegal 
call would 
not validate the election. 
(People vs. Seale, -52 Gal. Rep.) 
The 
Court could not hold otherwise, since, if 
the officers of election boards have the 
right to close the polls a moment earlier 
than the hour fixed by law, they have an 
equal right to close them an hour, two, 
four, six or ten hours before the legal time 
arrives, and thus rob the citizens of the 
most sacred right guaranteed to them. It 
makes no sort of difference that the prob­ 
ability is a different result would not have 
followed had the polls remained open until 
7 p. m. yesterday. 
The right of the hum­ 
blest citizen to vote ten seconds before the 
stroke of 7 is as sacred as the right of ten 
thousand who may have voted earlier. 
Any voter had the right to trust the de­ 
positing of his ballot to the limit pre­ 
scribed by the statute, and any deprivation 
of that privilege was an outrage upon 
him. 
In this case it is improbable that in 
two of the wards any different result 
of the election would have followed obe­ 
dience to the law ; in one ward it is prob­ 
able a change would have resulted. 
It is 
the principle involved, not the specific 
election of yesterday. 
If the election 
laws can be trifled with as they were yes­ 
terday without rebuke, the liberty of the 
citizen is in imminent peril. 
Incompe­ 
tency manifest in the drawing of the proc­ 
lamation cannot excuse flat violation of 
the Code, especially when at every polling 
place the election boards were warned that 
in closing at that mythical hour, “ sun­ 
down,” they were defying the very law 
under which the election was held. 
As the Supreme Court has held it to lie 
essential that a notice for an election shall 
conform to the general election law, and 
state the time when the election is to be 
held, and that if it fails to do so, it is ille­ 
gal ; and as no time specified in any law 
was stated in the notice referred to, the 
question forces itself to the front whether 
a legal election was held at all yesterday, 
and whether voters were not justified in 
holding the notice to be valueless because 
not in conformity with the law. 
If the 
election is so tainted with illegality, the 
Trustees ought not to condone it, but 
should, of their own motion, refuse to can­ 
vass the returns, simply and solely because 
it is dangerous to ignore violations of 
election laws, 
and because no citizen 
elected yesterday desires to hold an educa­ 
tional office, and act in it in matters affect­ 
ing public interests, under cloud as to his 
title to the place. 
He is entitled to have 
his selection at the polls cleared of all 
doubt, even if it requires a special election 
to do it. There is this simple proposition 
for the Trustees to consider—their procla­ 
mation for yesterday’s election reads: 
“The election will be conducted according 
to the general election law,” and then 
proceeds to call an election at hours not 
provided in the “General election law”— 
can such a call be recognized as legal ?

The Congress o f the United States: As yon 
assem ble for the discharge of the duties 
you have assum ed as the representatives of 
a free and generous people, your m eeting 
is m arked by an interesting and im pres­ 
sive incident. W ith th e expiration of the 
present session of Congress, the first cen­ 
tu ry of our constitutional existence as a 
nation w ill be com pleted. O ur survival 
for one hundred years is not sufficient to 
assure us th a t we n<f longer have dangers 
to fear in the m aintenance, w ith all its 
prom ised 
blessings, 
of 
a 
governm ent 
founded upon the freedom of the people. 
T he tim e rather adm onishes us to soberly 
inquire w hether in the past we have 
alw ays closely kept in the course of safety, 
and w hether we have before us a way 
plain and clear w hich leads to happiness 
and perpetuity. 
W hen the experim ent of our Govern­ 
m ent was undertaken the chart adopted 
for our guidance was a constitution, and a 
departure from the lines there laid down is 
failure. It is only by strict adherence to 
directions therein set forth, and by re­ 
straint and 
keeping w ithin lim itations 
therein fixed, that we can furnish proof to 
the world of the fitness of the Am erican 
people for self-governm ent. 
The equal and exact justice of w hich we 
boast as the underlying principle of our in­ 
stitutions should not be confined to the 
relations of our citizens to each other. The 
G overnm ent itself is under bond to the 
A m erican people that in the exercise of its 
functions and powers it will deal w ith the 
body of our citizens in a m anner scrupu­ 
lously honest and fair and absolutely just. 
It has agreed that Am erican citizenship 
shall be the only credential necessary to 
justify the claim of equality before the 
law , and that no condition in life shall give 
rise to discrim ination in the treatm ent of 
the people by this G overnm ent. 
T he citizen of our Republic in its early 
day rigidly insisted upon full compliance 
w ith the letter of this bond, and saw 
stretching out before him a clear field for 
individual endeavor. 
H is tribute to the 
support of his Governm ent was m easured 
by the cost of its economical m aintenance, 
and he was secure in the enjoym ent of the 
rem aining recompense of his steady and 
contented toil. In those days the frugality 
of the people was stamped upon their Gov­ 
ernm ent, and was enforced by the free, 
thoughtful and intelligent suffrage of their 
citizens. Com binations, m onopolies and 
aggregation of capital were then avoided or 
sternly regulated 
and restrained. 
The 
pom p and glitter of G overnm ent less free 
offered 110 tem ptation and presented no de­ 
lusion to the plain people, who, side by 
side in friendly competition, w rought for 
the ennoblem ent and dignity of m an, for 
the solution of the problem of free govern­ 
m ent, and the achievem ent of the grand 
destiny aw aiting the land which God had 
given them . 
A century has passed. 
Our cities are 
. the abidingplaces of w ealth and luxury; 
our m anufactures yield fortunes 
never 
dream ed of by the fathers of the Republic; 
our business men are m adly striving in the 
race for riches and 
im m ense 
aggrega­ 
tions of capital and outrun im agination in 
the m agnitude of their undertakings. 
W e view w ith pride, and satisfaction this 
bright picture of our country's growth and 
prosperty, while only a closer scrutiny de­ 
velops a som ber shading. U pon m ore care­ 
ful inspection we find the wealth and lux­ 
ury of our cities m ingled w ith poverty and 
wretchedness, and unrem unerative toil. A 
crowded and constantly increasing urban 
population suggests the im poverishm ent of 
rural sections and discontent w ith agricult­ 
ural pursuits. 
The farm ers’ son, not satis­ 
fied w ith his father’s sim ple and laborious 
life, joins the eager chase for easily acquired 
wealth. The discovery that the fortunes 
realized by our m anufacturers are no longer 
a rew ard of sturdy industry and enlight­ 
ened foresight, but that they result from 
the discrim inating favor of the Govern­ 
m ent, and are largely upon undue exactions 
from the masses of our people, the gulf 
between employers and the employed is 
constantly w idening and a class is rapidly 
form ing comprising the very rich and pow­ 
erful, while in an another are found the 
toiling poor. 
As we view the achievem ents of aggre­ 
gated capital we discover the existence of 
trusts, com binations and monopolies, while 
the citizen is struggling far in the rear, or 
is tram pled to death beneath an iron heel. 
Corporations, w hich should be the carefully 
restrained creatures of the law and the serv­ 
ants of the people, are fast becoming the 
people’s masters. 
Still congratulating our­ 
selves on the wealth and prosperity of our 
country and complacently contem plating 
every incident of change inseparable from 
those conditions, it is our duty as patriotic 
citizens to inquire at the present stage of 
our progress how the bond of the Govern­ 
m ent m ade with the people has been kept 
and performed. 
Instead of lim iting the 
tribute drawn from our citizens to necessi­ 
ties of its economical adm inistration, the 
Governm ent persists in exacting from the 
substance of the people m illions which, 
unapplied and useless, lie dorm ant in its 
treasury. 
By this tlagrant injustice and this breach 
o flaith and obligation to extortion, and the 
danger attending the diversion of the cur­ 
rency of the country from the legitimate 
channels of business, under the sam e laws 
by which these laws are produced, the 
Governm ent perm its m any m illions m ore 
to be added to the cost of living of our peo­ 
ple and to be taken from our consum ers, 
w hich unreasonably swells the profits of a 
sm all bn* powerful m inority. The people 
m ust still be taxed for the support of the 
Governm ent under the operation of tariff 
laws, but to the extent that the mass of our 
citizens is inordinately burdened beyond 
any useful public purpose, and for the 
benefit of a favored few, the Governm ent, 
under pretext of an exercise of its taxing 
power, enters g ratuitoiulyjuto partnership 
with these favorites, to their advantage, 
and to the injury of a vast m ajority of our 
people. 
This is not • equality before ihe 
law. T he existing situation is injurious to 
the health of our entire body politic. 
It 
stifles all patriotic love of cju n try and in­ 
stitutes in its place selfish greed and grasp­ 
ing avarice. 
Devotion to A m trican citizen­ 
ship for its own sake and for what it should 
accom plish, as a m otive to our nation's 
advancem ent and the happiness oi all cur 
people, is displaced by the assum ption that 
the Governm ent, instead of being the em ­ 
bodim ent of equality, ?3 hut an instrcm ent- 
aliiy through which especial and individ­ 
ual advantages are to be gained. 
T he arrogance of this assum ption is u n ­ 
concealed. 
It appears in the sordid disre­ 
gard of all b ut personal interest in the re­ 
fusal to abate, for the benefit of others, one 
iota of selfish advantage, and in com bina­ 
tions to perpetúale such advantages through 
efforts to control legislation and im pr periy 
control the suffrage of the people. 
The 
grievar-e of those not included w itm n the 
circle of these beneficiaries, when fuliy 
realized, will surely arouse irrim tio.i and 
discontent. 
Our farmers, long suffering 
and patient, struggling in the race o: life 
w ith hardest and m ost unrem itting toil, 
will not fail to see. in spite < f m ureprtst r t 
ations and misleadin 
ih ^cies, ¡hat t l y 
are obliged to accept such prices for th e.r 
products as are fixed in fo: :i.m m arkets 
w here they compete w ith the tarmcrs of 
th e w orld; that tte ir lands ere declining 
in value vrbile_ their debts increase, ana

forced i y tin; tctit n of tic G v.•muscat 10 
pay for the benefit of others such enhanc ' d

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delusions and no longer frightened by the 
cry that their wages are endangered by a 
ju st revision of our tariff laws, will rea­ 
sonably dem and, through such revision, 
steadier em ploym ent, cheaper m eans of 
living in their homes, freedom for them ­ 
selves and their children from the doom 
of perpetual servitude and an open door to 
their advancem ent beyond the lim its of a 
laboring class. 
Others of our citizens 
whose comforts 
and 
expenditures 
are 
m easured by m oderate salaries and fixed 
incomes, will insist upon the fairness and 
justice of cheapening the cost of necessi­ 
ties for them selves 
and their families. 
W hen to the selfishness of the beneficeries 
of unjust discrim ination under our laws 
there shall he added the discontent of 
those who suffer trom such discrim ination, 
we 
will 
realize 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
beneficent 
purposes 
of 
our 
Govern­ 
m ent depend upon 
the patriotism and 
contentm ent 
of our 
people, 
and 
that 
Com munism is a hateful thing and menace 
to peace and organized government. 
But 
the com m unism of combined w ealth and 
capital, the outgrowth of over-weening cu­ 
pidity and selfishness, which insiduouslv 
underm ines the justice and integrity of free 
institutions, is not less dangerous than the 
com m unism of oppressed 
poverty and 
toil, which, exasperated by injustice and 
discontent, attack with wild disorder the 
citadel of rule. 
He m ocks the people who 
proposes that the Governm ent shall protect 
the rich, and they in turn will care for the 
laboring poor. A ny interm ediary between 
the people and their governm ent, or the 
least delegation of the care and protection 
the Governm ent owes to the hum blest citi­ 
zen in the land, makes the boast o f free 
institutions a glittering delusion, and the 
pretended boon of Am erican citizenship a 
shameless imposition. 
A just and sensible revision of our tariff 
laws should be m ade for the relief of those 
of our countrym en who suffer under pres­ 
ent conditions. Such a revision should re­ 
ceive the support of all who love that justice 
and equality due to Am erican citizenship); 
of all who realize that in this justice and 
equality our Governm ent finds its strength 
and its power to protect the citizen and his 
property ; of all who believe that the con­ 
tented competence and com tort of m any, 
accords better w ith the spirit of our insti­ 
tutions than cslossal 
fortunes unfairly 
gathered in hands of a few; of all who 
appreciate th at the forbearance and fratern­ 
ity among our people, which recognize the 
value of all A m erican interests, and the 
surest guaranty of our national progress ; 
and of all who desire to see the product of 
Am erican skill and ingenuity in every 
m arket in 
the world, w ith a resulting 
restoration of Am erican commerce. 
The necessity for the reduction of our 
revenues is so apparent as to be generally 
conceded, but the means by w hich this encl 
shall be accomplished, aud the sum of di­ 
rect benefit which shall result to our citi­ 
zens, present a controversy of the utm ost 
im portance. There should be no schem e 
accepted as satisfactory by w hich th e bur­ 
dens of the people are only apparently re 
moved. 
E xtravagant 
appropriations of 
public money, with all their demoralizing 
consequences, should not be 
tolerated, 
either as a m eans of relieving the Treasury 
of its present surplus or as furnishing pre­ 
texts for resisting a proper reduction in 
tariff rates. 
Existing evils and injustice 
should be honestly recognized, boldly met 
and effectually remedied. There should be 
no cessation of the struggle until a plan is 
perfected, fair and conservative toward ex­ 
isting industries, and which will reduce the 
cost to consum ers of the necessaries of life, 
while it provides for otir m anufacturers the 
advantage of freeer raw m aterials and per­ 
m its no injury to the interests of Am erican 
labor. 
The cause for which the battle is 
waged is comprised w ithin lines clearly and 
distinctly denned. 
It should not be com­ 
promised; it is the people's cause. 
It cannot be denied that the selfish and 
E 
rivate interests w hich are so persistently 
eard when efforts are made to deal in a 
just aud comprehensive m anner w ith our 
tariff laws, are related to, if they are Hot 
responsible‘for, the sentim ent largely pre­ 
vailing among the people that the general 
Governm ent is the fountain of individual 
and private aid ; that it may be expected to 
relieve w ith paternal care the distress of 
citizens and communities; and that from 
the fullness of its treasury it should, upon 
the slightest 
passible 
pretext 
of pro­ 
m oting 
the general 
good, apply pub­ 
lic 
funds 
to 
the 
benefit of locali­ 
ties 
and 
individuals. 
Nor 
can 
it 
be denied that 
there 
is 
a 
growing 
assum ption that, as against the Govern­ 
m ent and in favor of private claims and 
interests, the usual rules and lim itations of 
business principles and just dealings should 
be waived. These ideas have been, unhap­ 
pily, m uch encouraged by legislative acqui­ 
escence. 
Relief from contracts m ade with 
the Governm ent is too easily accorded in 
favor of the citizen. The failure to sup­ 
port claims against the Governm ent by 
proof 13 often supplied by no better consid­ 
eration than the wealth of the Governm ent 
and the poverty of the claim ant. 
G ratui­ 
ties in the form of pensions are granted 
upon no other real ground than the needy 
condition ef the applicant or for reasons less 
valid, and large sum s are expended for 
public buildings and other im provem ents 
upon representations scarcely claimed to be 
related to public needs and necessities, to 
the extent to which the consideration of 
snch m atters are subordinate and postpone 
action upon subjects of great public im ­ 
portance, but involving no special private 
or partisan interests, should arrest attention 
and lead to reform ation. 


THE COURTS. 
A few of the num erous illustrations of 
this condition may be stated. The crowded 
condition of the calendar of the Suprem e 
Court, and the delay to suitors and denial 
of justice resulting therefrom, has been 
strongly urged upon the attention of Con­ 
gress, with a plan for the relief of the situa­ 
tion, approved by those well able to judge 
of its m erits. 
W hile this subject rem ains 
w ithout effective consideration, m any laws 
have been passed providing for the holding 
of term s of inferior Courts at places to suit 
the convenience of localities, or to lay the 
foundation of an application for the erec­ 
tion of a new public building. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 
Repeated recom m endations have been 
subm itted for the am endm ent and change 
of the laws relating to onr public lands, so 
that their spoliation and diversion to other 
uses than for homes of settlers m ight be 
prevented. 
W hile a m easure tc meet this 
j conceded necessity of reform 
remains, 
aw aiting the action of Congress, many 
claims to the public lands and applications 
for their donation in favor of States and 
individuals have been allowed. 


INDIAN RESERVATION. 
A plan in aid of Indian m anagem ent is 
recom mended by those well informed, as 
containing valuable features. The solution 
of the Indian problem has thus far failed 
of legislative sanction, while grants of 
doubtful expediency to railroad corpora­ 
tions, perm itting them to pass through In ­ 
dian reservations, have greatly m ultiplied. 


BUILDINGS FOR WASHINGTON. 
The i ropriety anil necessity of ihe erec­ 
tion of one or m ore prisons for the confine­ 
m ent of United States convicls and a I’ost- 
ofiice Building in the N ational Capital are 
not disputed. These needs yet rem cin u n ­ 
answered. w hile scores of public buildings 
have been erected where their necessity for 
public purposes is not apparent.

laws, perfect devotion above all things to 
th e public good. 
This devotion will lead us to strongly re­ 
sist all im patience of constitutional lim i­ 
tations oi Federal power and persistently 
check the increasing tendency to extend 
the scope of Federal legislation into the 
dom ain of State and local jurisdiction.

Upon the plea of subserving the public 
welfare, the preservation ot the part it 
takes between proper subjects of Federal 
and local code qnd regulation is of such 
im portance, under the Constitution, which 
is the law of our very existence, that no 
consideration of expediency or sentim ent 
should tem pt us to enter upon doubtful 
ground. 
H aving undertaken to discover 
and proclaim the blessings of a free gov­ 
ernm ent, w ith the Constitution as our 
guide, let us follow the way it points out. 
Let us hope it will not m islead us, and 
surely no one who has taken upon him self 
solemn obligations to support and preserve 
the Constitution can fiml gratification or 
solace for disloyalty in th e excuse that he 
wandered and disobeyed in search of a 
better way to reach the public welfare, than 
that the Constitution offered. 


PROTECTION OP POPULAR RIGHTS. 
W hat ba3 been said is deemed not inap­ 
propriate, at a tim e when from a century's 
night we view the way already trod by the 
Am erican people, and attem pt to discover 
their future path. 
The seventh President 
of the United Slates, the soldier and states­ 
m an, aud the firm and brave friend of the 
people, in vindication of his course as the 
protector of the popular rights, and the 
cham pion of the true American citizen, de­ 
clared ; “ T he am bition which leads me on 
is an anxious desire and fixed determ ina­ 
tion to restore to the people unim paired, 
the sacred trusts they have confided to my 
charge; to heal the wounds of the Consti­ 
tution, and preserve it from further viola­ 
tion; to persuade m y countrym en, as far as 
I may, that it is not in a splendid Govern­ 
m ent supported by powerful monopolies 
and aristocratical establishm ents, that they 
will find happiness, or their liberties pro­ 
tected, but in a plain system void of pomp, 
protecting all and granting favors to none, 
dispensing its blessings like the dews of 
heaven, unseen and unfelt, save in the 
freshness and beauty they contribute and 
produce that the genius of our people re­ 
quires. Such an one only under which our 
States m ay rem ain for ages to come united, 
prosperous and free.” 


AT PEACE WITH THE WORLD. 
In pursuance of a constitntional provi- 
vision, requiring the President from tim e 
to tim e to give to the Congress inform ation 
of the state of the Union, I have the satis­ 
faction to announce that the close of the 
year finds the U nited States in the enjoy­ 
m ent of domestic tranquillity, and at peace 
with all the nations. Since m y annual 
message our foreign relations have been 
strengthened and improved by the per­ 
formance of international good offices, and 
by new and renewed treaties of amity, 
commerce, and reciprocal extradition of 
crim inals. 
Those international questions which still 
aw ait settlem ent are ah reasonably w ithin 
the dom ain of amicable negotiation, and 
there is no existing subject of dispute be­ 
tween the U nited States and any foreign 
power that is not as susceptible of satisfac­ 
tory adjustm ent by frank diplom atic treat­ 
ment. The questions between Great Britain 
and the U nited States, relating to the 
rights of Am erican fishermen under treaty 
and International comity in the territorial 
waters of Canada and Newfoundland, I re­ 
gret to say, are not satisfactorily adjusted. 
These m atters were fully treated in m y 
message to the Senate of February 20,1888, 
together w ith w hich a couvention, con­ 
cluded under m y authority with her Ma­ 
jesty’s G overnm ent on the 15th of February 
last, for the removal of all causes of m isun­ 
derstanding, was subm itted by m e for the 
approval of th e Senate. 
This treaty having been rejected by the 
Senate, I transm itted a message to Congress 
on the 23d of A ugust last, reviewing the 
transactions, and subm itting for considera­ 
tion certain- recom m endations for legisla­ 
tion, concerning the im portant questions 
involved. 
Afterwards, on the 12th of Sep­ 
tember, in response to a resolution of the 
Senate, 1 again com m unicated fully the 
inform ation 
in 
m y possession, as 
to 
the action of the Governm ent of Canada, 
affecting the comm ercial relations between 
the Dom inion 
and 
the United States, 
including the 
treatm ent 
of American 
fishing vessbls, in the ports and waters 
of B ritish North America. 
The com m uni­ 
cations have all been published, and there­ 
fore opened to the knowledge of both 
Houses of Congress, although two were 
addressed to the Senate alone. Com ment 
upon a repetition of their contents would 
be superfluous, and I am not aware any­ 
thing has occurred which should be added 
’to tfie facts therein stated. Therefore I 
m erely repeat as applicable to the present 
tim e, the statem ent which will be found in 
mv message to the Senate of September 
12th la s t: 
T hat 
since 
M arch 1. 1887, 
no case has been reported to the D epart­ 
m ent of State where com plaint has been 
made of unfriendly or unlaw ful treatm ent 
of A m erican fishing vessels on the part of 
Canadian authorities in which reparation 
was not prom ptly and satisfactorily ob­ 
tained by the United States Consul-General 
at Halifax. 
H aving essayed in the discharge of my 
duty to secure by negotiations the settle­ 
m ent of a long standing cause of dispute, 
and to remove a constant menace to the 
good relations of the two countries, and 
continuing to be of the opinion that the 
treaty of February last which failed to re­ 
ceive the approval of the Senate, did sup­ 
ply a satisfactory, practical and final ad­ 
justm ent, upon a basis honorable and ju st 
to both parties of the difficult anti vexed 
question to which it related, and having 
subsequently 
and 
unavailiDgly 
recom ­ 
mended 
other 
legislation 
to Congress, 
which I hoped wonld suffice to meet the 
emergency created by the rejection of the 
treaty, I now again invoke the earnest, im ­ 
m ediate attention of the Congress to the 
condition of this im portant question, as it 
now stands before them and the country, 
ami for the settlem ent of w hich I am 
deeply solicitous. 


LORD SACKVtLLE WEST. 
Near the close of the m onth of October 
last, occurrences o f a deeply regretable n a ­ 
ture were brought to m y knowledge which 
m ade it m y painful but im perative duty to 
obtain, w ith as little delay as possible, a 
n%w personal channel of diplom atic inter­ 
course in this country w ith the Govern­ 
m ent of Great Britain. 
The correspondence in relation to this 
incident will in due course be laid before 
you, and will disclose the unpardonable 
conduct of the official referred to in his 
interference, by advice and counsel, w ith 
the suffrages of Am erican citizens in the 
very crisis of the Presidential election then 
near «t hand • also in his subsequent pub­ 
lic declarations, to justify his action, super­ 
adding im pugnm ent of the Fxecniive and 
the Senate of the United States, iu connec­ 
tion w ith im portant questions now pe.id- 
.ng In controversy betw een the. two Gov­ 
ernm ents. 
. 
The offense thus com m itted was most 
gross, involving disastrous possibilities to 
the good relations cf the United States and 
Great Britain, constituting a gross breach 
of diplom atic privilege ar.d invasion of the 
purely domestic affairs and essential sov­ 
ereignty of the Governm ent to which the 
envoy was accredited. H aving first fulfilled 
th eju -t dem and?otic* ernt». v nial courtesy by

o r her Majesty’s 
tiover.vnent to act >n reiiet of the situation, 
1 considered a prolongation of <1 -cossion

The usual interr'-ange of 
com m unication ha- since continued through 


bility, of m aking an accurate and precise 
survey and dem arkation of the boundary 
line, as it is recited in the treaty w ith R us­ 
sia, under which Alaska was ceded to the 
United States, renders it absolutely requi­ 
site, for prevention-of international juris­ 
diction complications, that adequate appro­ 
priation for reconnoissance and survey to 
obtain proper knowledge of the locality 
and geographical features of the boundary 
should be authorized by Congress, w ith as 
little delay as possible. 
Knowledge, to be 
only thus obtained, is an essential pre­ 
requisite for negotiation for ascertaining a 
common boundary or a prelim inary to any 
other mode of settlem ent. 
It is m uch to be desired that some agree­ 
m ent should be reached w ith her M ajesty’s 
G overm ent by which damages to lite and 
property on the great lakes m ay be allevi­ 
ated by removing or hum anely regulating 
the obstacles to reciprocal assistance to 
wrecked or stranded vessels. 
The Act of 
Ju n e 19, 1-78, which offers to Canadian 
vessels free access to our inland waters in 
aiil of wrecked or disabled vessels, has not 
yet become effective through concurrent 
action by the Canadian Governm ent. 


PROTECTING FRENCH AMERICANS. 
The due protection of our citizens of 
French origin or decent, from claim ot m il­ 
itary service in the event of their returning 
to or visiting France, has called forth a cor­ 
respondence, which was laid before you at 
the last session, and in advance of conven­ 
tional agreement, as 
to 
naturalization, 
which is greatly to be desired. 
This Gov­ 
ernm ent sees 110 occasion to recede from 
the same position it has m aintained not 
only with regard to France, but with nil 
countries with which the U nited States 
have not concluded special treaties. 
Twice w ithin the last year has the Im ­ 
perial household of G erm any been visited 
by death, and I have hastened to express 
the sorrow of this people and their appre­ 
ciation of the lofty character of the late 
Em peror W illiam , apd their sym pathy 
with the heroism and suffering of his sou, 
the late Em peror Frederick. 
I renew my recom m endation of two 
years ago for the passage of a bill for the 
refunding to certain Germ an steam ship 
lines of the interest on tonnage illegally 
exacted. 
SAMOAN MATTERS. 
On the 12th of April last I laid before the 
H ouse of Representatives full inform a­ 
tion respecting our interests in Samoa. 
In 
the subsequent correspondence upon the 
same subject, which will be laid before you 
iu the due course of tim e, the history of 
events in those islands will be found. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
In a message accompany m y approval on 
the 1st day ot October last, of a bill for the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers, I laid before 
Congress full inform ation and all the cor- 
spondence touching the negotiation of the 
treaty w ith China, concluded at this capital 
on the 12th day of March, 1888, and which, 
having been confirmed by the Senate, with 
certain am endm ents, was rejected by the 
Chinese G overnm ent. This message con­ 
tained a recom m endation th at a sum of 
m oney be appropriated as compensation to 
Chinese subjects who had suffered injuries 
at the hands of lawless m en w ithin our 
jurisdiction. 
Such appropriation having 
Deen duly made, the fund awaits reception 
by the Chinese Governm ent. It is sincerely 
hoped that by the cessation of the influx of 
this class of Chinese subjects, in accordance 
w ith the expressed wishes of both Govern- 
menis, a cáuse of unkind feeliDg has been 
perm anently removed. 


OCR RELATIONS W ITH JAPAN. 
OT the ‘Jth of August, 1887, notification 
was given by the Japanese M inister at this 
capital of the adjournm ent of the Confer­ 
ence for revision of the treaties of Japan 
w ith foreign powers, owing to the objec­ 
tion of bis Government to the provision in 
the draft of the jurisdictional, convention, 
which required the submission of the crim ­ 
inal.code of the Em pire to the powers in 
advance of its becoming operative. 
This 
notification was, however, 
accompanied 
with an assurance of Japan’s intention to 
continue the work of revision. 
Notw ithstanding this tem porary inter­ 
ruption of negotiations, it is hoped that an 
im provem ent may soon be secured in the 
jurisdictional system as respects foreigners 
in Japan, aud the relief afforded to that 
country from the present undue and op­ 
pressive 
foreign 
control in m atters of 
commerce. 
I earnestly recommend that 
relief be provided for*the injuries accident­ 
ally caused to Japanese subjects in the 
Island of Ikisim a by the target practice of 
one of our vessels. 


CONCERNING COREA. 
A diplom atic mission from Corea has 
been received. 
The>formal intercourse be­ 
tween the two countries contem plated by 
the treaty of 1882 is now established. 
Leg­ 
islative provision is hereby recommended 
to organize aud equip the'Consular Courts 
in Corea. 
Persia has established diplo­ 
m atic representation at this Capital, and 
has evinced a very great interest in the en­ 
terprise atid achievem ents of our citizens. 
I am, therefore, hopeful that beneficial 
commercial relations 
between the two 
countries m ay be brought about. 


THE PISORDER IN H A IT I, 
I announce w ith sincere regret that H ayti 
has again become the theater of insurgent 
disorder and bloodshed. 
The titular Gov­ 
ernm ent of President Salomon has been 
forcibly overthrow n and he driven out of 
the country to France, where he has since 
died. 
The tenure ol power has been so u n ­ 
stable am id the war of factions that has 
ensued since the expulsion of President 
Salomon, that no Governm ent constituted 
by the wiil of the H aytian people has 
been recognized as adm inistering with re­ 
sponsibility the affairs of that country. 
Our representative has been instructed to 
abstain from interference 
between 
the 
warring factions, and a vessel of our navy 
has been sent to H aytian waters to sustain 
our M inister, and for the protection of the 
persons and property of American citizens. 
Precautions have been taken to enforce our 
neutrality laws and prevent our territoiy 
from becoming the base of m ilitary supplies 
for either of the w arring factions. 
Under 
color of a blockade, of which no reasonable 
notice had been given, and which does not 
appear to have been efficiently m aintained, 
a seizure of vessels under the Am erican flag 
has been reported, and in conseauence 
measures to prevent and redress any m o­ 
lestation of any of our innocent m erchant­ 
m en have been adopted. 


HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 
Proclam ation was duly m ade on the 9th 
of November, 1887, of the conventional 
extensions of the treaty of Ju n e 3, 1885, 
w ith H aw aii, under w hich relations of 
such special and 
beneficent intercourse 
have been created. 
In the vast field of our oriental com­ 
merce now unfolded from over the Pacific 
borders, no features present stronger recom ­ 
m endations for Congressional action than 
the establishm ent of com m unication by 
subm arine telegraph w ith H onolulu. The 
geographic position of the H aw aiian group 
in relation to onr Pacific States creates a 
natural independency of ¡m utuality of in ­ 
terest, which our present treaties were in­ 
tended tc foster, and which m ade close 
com m unication a logical and comm ercial 
neccessity. 
MEXICAN BECIPOCITY. 
The wisdom of concluding a treaty of 
comm ercial reciprocity w ith Mexico "has 
been heretofore stated in m y message to 
Congress, and the lapse of tim e and growth 
of commerce w ith that close neighbor and 
sister republic confirm th e judgm ent so 
expressed. T he precise relocation of our 
boundary line is needful, and an adequate 
appropriation is recommended. 
It is w ith sincere satisfaction that I am 
enabled to advert to the spirit of good 
neighborhood and friendly co-operation 
and conciliation that has m arked the cor­ 
respondence and action of the Mexican 
authorities in their share of the ¡ask of 
m aintam ing law and order about the line 
of our common boundary. 


COSTA RICA AND NICABAGCA. 
The long-pending boundary dispute be­ 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua was re­ 
ferred to m y arbitration, and by an award 
made on the 22J of March last the question 
has been finally settled to the expressed 
satisfaction of both the parties interested. 


. 
THF. CHILEAN CLAIMS. 
The Em pire of Brazil, in abolishing the 
ia3t vestige of slavery am ong Christian 
nations, called forth the earnest congratu­ 
la tio n s of this Governm ent in expression 
! of the cordial sym pathy of our people. 
The claims of nearly all other c juntriee 
I against Chile, growing out of the late war 
! with Bolivia and Perú, hove been disposed 
I of either by arbitration or by a lum p set­ 
* tlem ent. Sim ilar .'laim? of onr citizens 


will continue to be urged upon the Chilean 
Governm ent, and it is hoped will not be 
subject to further delay. 
A comprehensive treaty of am ity and 
commerce w ith Peru was proclaimed No­ 
ven ber 7th last, and it is expected th at 
under its operation m utual prosperity and 
good understanding will be prom oted in 
the pursuance of the policy of arbitration. 
A treaty to settle the claim of Santos, an 
Am erican citizen, against 
Ecuador, has 
been concluded under m y authority, and 
will be only subm itted for the approval of 
the Senate. "Like disposition of the claim 
of Carlos Butterfield against D enm ark, and 
H an Balklen against H ayti, will probably 
be made, and I trnst the principle of such 
settlem ents may be extended in practice 
under the approval of the Senate. 
Through unforseen causes, foreign to the 
will of both Governments, the ratification 
of the Convention of December 3, ISijfi, 
with Venezuela, for the rehearing of claims 
of citizens o( the U nited States under the 
treaty of 1SG6, failed to exchange w ithin 
the tim e provided, and a supplem entary 
Convention further extending the tim e for 
the exchange of ratification and explan­ 
atory of 
an 
am biguous provision 
of 
the prior Convention, now awaits the 
advice aud consent of the Senate. Although 
this m atter in the stage referred to concerns 
only the concurrent treaty-m aking power 
of one branch of Congress, I advert to it in 
view of the interest repeatedly and con­ 
spicuously show n by you in your legisla­ 
tive capacity in favor of a speedy and equit­ 
able adjustm ent of the questions growing 
out of the discredited judgm ents of the 
previous m ixed Commission of Caracas. 
W ith 
every 
desire 
to 
do 
justice to 
the representation of Venezuela fp this 
regard, the tim e seems to have arrived 
to end this 
m atter, and I trust their 
prom pt confirmation by both parties of the 
supplem entary action referred to will avert 
the need of legislative or other action to 
prevent the longer w ithholding of such 
rights of actual claim ants as m ay be ;how n 
to exist. 


CONGRESS OK AMERICAN STATES. 
As authorized by the Congress, prelim ­ 
inary steps have been taken for the assem­ 
bly at this Capitol, during ihe coming 
year, of the representatives of the South 
and 
Central Am erican States, together 
w ith those of Mexico, H ayti and San Do­ 
mingo, to discuss sundry im portant m one­ 
tary and commercial topics. 
Excepting in 
those cases where, from reasons of contigu­ 
ity of territory and the expense of a rough 
border line, incapable of being guarded, 
reciprocal 
commercial 
treaties may be 
found expedient, it is believed that com­ 
mercial policies, inducing a freer m utual 
exchange of products, can be m ost advan­ 
tageously arranged by ¡independent, but 
co operative, legislation in the mode last 
m entioned. 
The control of our taxation 
for revenue will be always retained in our 
our own hands, unrestricted by conven­ 
tional agreements with other Governm ents. 


MARITIME AFFAIRS. 
In conform ity also w ith Congressional 
authority, the m aritim e Pow ers have been 
invited to confer in W ashington in April 
next upon the practicability of devising 
uniform rales and m easures for the greater 
security of life and property at sea. 
A dis­ 
position to accept on the part of a num ber 
of the Powers has already been manifested, 
and if the co-opeiation of the nations 
chiefly interested shall be secured im port­ 
ant results m ay be confidently anticipated. 
The Act oi Ju n e 20, 1884. and the Acts 
am endatory thereof in relation to the ton­ 
nage, duties have given rise to extended 
correspondence w ith foreign natioDS w ith 
whom we have existing treaties of naviga­ 
tion and commerce, and have caused wide 
and regretable divergence of opinion in re­ 
lation to the imposition of the duties re­ 
ferred to. 
The questions aie im portant, 
and I shall m ake them the subject of a 
special and more detailed comm unication. 


NATURALIZATION ABUSES. 
W ith the rapid increase of im m igration 
to our shores, aud the facilities of modern 
travel, the abuses of the generous privi­ 
leges afforded by our naturalization laws 
call for their careful revision. 
The easy 
and unguarded m anner in which certifi­ 
cates of American citizenship can now be 
obtained has induced a class, unfortunately 
large, to avail them selves of the oppor­ 
tunity to become absolved from allegiance 
to their residence to escape any jnst duty 
and contribution of service to the country 
of their proposed adoption. 
Thus, while 
evading the duties of citizenship to the 
United States, they m ake prom pt claim 
for its National protection and dem and its 
intervention in their behalf. 
International 
complications of a serious nature arise, 
and the correspondence of the 8tate De­ 
partm ent discloses the great num ber and 
com plexity of the questions which have 
been raised. 
Our laws reculating the issu­ 
ance of passports should be carefully re­ 
vised, and the institution of a central bu­ 
reau of registration at the Capitol is again 
strongly recommended. 
By this means 
full particulars of feach case of D a tu r a liz s - 
tion in the United States would be secured 
and properly indexed and recorded, and 
thus m any cases of spurious citizenship 
would be detected and unjust responsi­ 
bilities would be avoided. 


CONSULAR AND DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 
The reorganization of the’Consular serv­ 
ice is a m atter of serious im portance to 
our national interests. 
The num ber of 
existing principal Consular offices is be­ 
lieved to be greater than is at all necessary 
for the conduct of the oublic business. 
It 
need not be our policy to m aintain more 
than a moderate num ber of 
principal 
offices, each supported by a salary suffi­ 
cient to enable the incum bent to live in 
comfort, and so distributed as to subordi­ 
nate the agencies of affairs over a consider­ 
able district. 
I repeat the recom m endation heretofore 
made by me, that the appropriations for 
the m aintenance of our diplom atic and 
consular service should be recast; that the 
so-called notarial or unofficial fee which 
onr representatives abroad are now per- 
'm itted to treat as personal 
perquisites 
should be forbidden; that a system of Con­ 
sular inspection should be instituted, and 
and th at a lim ited nnm ber of Secretaries of 
Legation at large should be authorized. 


THE WASHINGTON CENTENNIAL. 
Preparations for the centennial celebra­ 
tion on April 30. 1889, of the inauguration 
of George W ashington as President of the 
U nited States, at the city of New York, 
have been m ade by a voluntary organiza­ 
tion of citizens of that locality, and believ­ 
ing that an opportunity should be afforded 
for the expression of the interest feit 
throughout the country w ith this event, I 
respectfully recom m end fitting and co­ 
operate action by Congress on behalf of the 
people of the United States. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCES. 
The report of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury exhibits in detail the condition of our 
national finances and the operation of the 
several branches of Governm ent related to 
bis departm ent. The total ordinary rev­ 
enues of the Governm ent for the fiscal year 
ending Ju n e 30. 1888, amounted to $379,­ 
266,871 76, of which $219,091,173 63 was re­ 
ceived from customs duties and $124,296 - 
871 98 from interna! revenue taxes. 
The 
total receipts from all sources exceeded 
those for the fisoal year ended June 30,1887, 
by $7,862,797 10. 
T he ordinary expendi­ 
tures of the fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 
1888, are $259.653.958 67, leaving a sur­ 
plus of $119,612,116 09. 
T he decrease 
in 
these 
expenditures, 
as 
compared 
w ith the fiscal year ended Ju n e 30,1887, 
was $8,27.8.220 30. 
N otw ithstanding the 
paym ent of nearly $5,000,000 for pensions 
in excess of what was paid for th at purpose 
in the latter-m entioned year, the revenues 
of th e Governm ent fo r' the year ending 
Ju n e 30, 1.889—ascortaised for the quarter 
ending September 30, 1888, and estim ated 
for the’ rem ainder of the tim e—am ount to 
$377,000.000. and the actual and estim ated 
ofdinary expenditures for the ?sm e y .ar 1 
are $270.000.000, leaving an estim ated "sur- I 
plus of $101,000,000. 
The estim ated receipts for the year end­ 
ing June 30, 1889, are $377,000,900, and the 
estimated ordinary expenditures for the 
same period are $275.767.488 34, show ing a j 
surplus of $101,232,511 66. The foregoing I 
statem ent of the surplus dees not taeL Into 1 
account ihe cum. necessary to 
be ex-»; 
expended to m eet the requirem ents of the j 
Sinking Fund Acti am ounting to more than • 
ne cost of coilectirq 


cent, for the last year. 
The tax collected 
on oleom argarine was $723,948 04 for the 
year ending Ju n e 30, 1887, and $864,139 88 
for the following year. 
The requirem ents of the sinking fund 
have been met for the year ended Ju n e 30, 
1888, and for the current year also by the 
purchase of bonds, after complying with 
this law, as positively required, and bonds 
sufficient for that purpose had been bought 
at a prem ium . 
None of the surplus could 
be used in such purchases until the author­ 
ity to do so should be more explicit. 
A 
resolution, however, having been passed by 
both houses of Congress rem oving ail 
doubts as to the Executive authority, daily 
purchases of bonds were commenced on the 
23d of April, 1888, aud have continued until 
the present tim e. 
By this plan bonds of 
the Governm ent not yet due have been pur­ 
chased up to, and including, the 30th of 
November. 1888, am ounting to $94,700,400. 
The prem ium paid thereon am ounted to 
$17,508,613. 
The prem ium , added to the principal of 
these bonds, represents an 
investm ent 
yielding about 2 per cent, interest for the 
tim e they still had to run, and the saving 
to the Government, represented by the dif­ 
ference between the am ount of interest at 2 
per cent, and upon the sum paid for 
principal and prem ium s and what it would 
have paid for interest at the rate specified 
on the bonds if they had run to their m a­ 
turity, is about $27,165,000. 
A t first sight 
this would seem to be a profitable anil sen­ 
sible transaction 011 the part of the Govern­ 
m ent, but, as suggested by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the surplus thus expended 
for the purchase of bonds was m oney 
drawn from the people in excess of any ac­ 
tual need of the Government, and was so 
expended rather than allow it to rem ain 
idle in the Treasury. If this surplus, under 
tue operation of just and equitable laws, 
had been left in the hands of the people it 
would have been worth in their business at 
least 6 per cent, per annum . 
Deducting 
from the am ount of interest on the princi­ 
pal and prem ium of these bonds for the 
lim e they had to run, at the rate of 6 per 
cent., the saving of 2 per cent, m ade for the 
people by ihe purchase of such bonds, the 
loss will appear to be $55,760,000. 
This calculation would seem to dem on­ 
strate that if excessive and unnecessary 
taxation is continued and the Government 
is forced to pursue the policy of purchas­ 
ing its own bonds at the prem ium s which 
it will be necessary to pay, the loss to the 
people will be hundreds of m illions of dol­ 
lars. Since the purchase of bonds was 
undertaken, as mentioned, nearly all that 
have been oflered were at last accepted. 
It 
has been m ale quite apparent that the 
Governm ent was in danger of being sub­ 
jected to combinations to raise the price, 
as appears by the instance cited by the 
Secretary of the offering of bends of the par 
value oi' only $326,000 so often that the 
aggregate of sum s demanded for this pur­ 
chase am ounted to more than $19,700,000. 
N otw ithstanding the large sum paid in 
the purchase of bonds, the surplus in the 
Treasury on the 30th day of November, 
1SS9, will be $17.234,610 01, alter deducting 
about $20,000,000 just drawn out for the 
paym ent of premium s. 


SILVER COINAGE. 
At the close of the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1887, there had been coined under the 
compulsory silver coinage Act $266,9S8,2S0 
in silver dollars, $55,504 310 of which were 
in the hands of th e people. 
On the 30th 
day of June, 1888, there had been coined 
$299,70S,790, and of this $55.829.303 was in 
circuiation in coin and $200,387,376 in sil­ 
ver certificates, for 
the redem ption of 
which silver dollars to that am ount were 
held by the Governm ent. 
On the 30th 
day of November. 1888, $312,570 990 had 
been coined ; $00 970,900 of the silver dol­ 
lars wete actually in circulation, and $237,­ 
418,340 in certificates. 
The Secretary rec­ 
om m ends the suspension of further "coin­ 
age of silver, and in such recom mendation 
earnestly concur. 
For further valuable 
inform ation and tim ely recom mendations 
I ask the careful attention of Congress to 
the Secretary's report. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The Secretary of W ar reports that the 
arm v, at the date of the last consolidated 
returns, consisted of 2,189 officers and 24,­ 
549 enlisted m en. The actual expenditures 
of the W ar D epartm ent for the fiscal year 
ending June 30.18S8, am ounted to $41.165,­ 
107 07, of whicn sum $9,150,516 60 was ex­ 
pended for public work, including river and 
harbor im provem ents. 
The Board of Ordnance and Fortifica­ 
tions provided for under the Act approved 
September 22, 1880, was convened October 
3, 1886. and plans and specifications for 
procuring forgings for 8, 10 and 12-inch 
guns, under the provisions of Section 4, and 
also for procuring 12-inch breechloading 
m ortars of castiron looped w ith steel, u n ­ 
der the provision of Section 5 of the said 
Act, were subm itted to the Secretary of 
W ar for reference to the Board by the 
O rdnirce Departm ent of the sam e date. 
These plans and specifications having been 
prom ptly approved by the Board and the 
Secretary of W ar, the necessary authority 
to publish advertisements, inviting pro­ 
posals. in the newspapers were sent out to 
the different newspapers designated. 
The 
bids for the steel forgings are to be opened 
on December 20. 1888, and for the m ortars 
on December 25,1888. 
A Board of ordnance officers was con­ 
vened at the W atervleit Arsenal on Octo­ 
ber 4, 1888, to prepare the necessary plans 
and specifications for the establishm ent of 
an arm y gun factory at that point. 
The 
prelim inaries of this Board, with estimates 
for shop buildings and officers’ quarters, 
was approved by the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications November 5th, 6 th and 
Sth. The specifications in three forms of 
advertisem ents aud instructions to bidders 
have been prepared, and advertisem ents in­ 
viting the proposals for the excavation for 
the shop and buildings and for the erection 
of two sets of officers’ quarters have been 
published. 
The detailed drawings and 
specifications for the gun factory building 
are well in hand, and will be finished in 
three or four m onths, when bids will be 
invited for the erection of the building. 
Tire list oi machines, etc., is m ade out, and 
it is expected that the plans for the large 
lathes, etc., will be completed w ithin about 
four m onths, and after approval by the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, bids 
for furnishing the same will be invited. 
The m achines and other fixtures will be 
completed as soon as the shop is in readi­ 
ness to receive them —probably about 1890. 
U nder the provisions of the arm y bill for 
the procurem ent of pneum atic dynam ite 
guns, the necessary specifications are now 
being prepared, and advertisem ents for 
proposals will issue early in December. 
The guns will probably be"of fifteen inches 
caliber, and fire a projectile th at will carry 
a charge each of about 500 pounds of ex­ 
plosive gelatine with tnll-cahber projectiles. 
The guns will probably be delivered in 
Upra six to ten m onths from dates of con­ 
tract, so that all gnns of this class that can 
be procured unuer the provisions of this 
law will be purchased during the year. 
1 earnestly request that the recom m end­ 
ations contained in the Secretary’s report, 
which are m ainly opinions calcu!at?d to 
increase the usefulness and discipline of 
the arm y, may receive the consideras ion of 
Congress. 
Am ong there the proposal that 
there should be provided a plan for the ex­ 
am ination of officers to test their fitness for 
prom otion is of the utm ost importance. 
This reform has been before commended 
in the reports of the Secretary, ami its ex­ 
pediency is 30 fully dem onstrated by the 
argum ents in its favor that its adoption 
should no longer be neglected.

children, as they arrive at suitable age are 
sent to the Indian schools at Carlisle an d 
H am pton, and last sum m er some charita­ 
ble and kind people asked permission to 
send two teachers to these Indians for th e 
purpose of instructing the adults, as well as 
such children as should be found there. 
Such permission was readily given, accom­ 
m odations were provided for the teachers? 
and some portions of the buildings at th e 
barracks were m ade available for this pur­ 
pose. 
The good work contem plated has 
been commenced, and the teachers engaged 
are paid by the ladies w ith whom this°plan 
originated. 
1 am not at all in sym pathy w ith those 
benevolent but injudicious people who are 
constantly insisting that 
these It dtans 
should 
be returned to the reseivation. 
Their removal w a^ an absolute necessity. 
If the lives and property of citizens of th e 
frontier are to be at all regarded by th e 
Government, their continued restraint at a 
distance from the scene of their repeated 
and cruel m urders and outrages is still 
necessary. It is a m istaken philanthropy* 
every way injurious, which prom pts th e 
desire to see these savages returned to th eir 
old haunt9. 
They are in their present 
location as the result of the best ju d g m en t 
of those having official responsibility in 
the m atter, and who are by 110 m eans lack­ 
ing iu kind consideration for the Indians. 
A num ber of these prisoners have forfeited 
their lives to outraged iaw and hum anity. 
Experience has proven that thev are dan­ 
gerous and cannot be trusted. This is irue 
not only of those on the warpath, w ho 
have heretofore been actually guilty o f 
atrocious m urders, but of their kindred 
and friends who. while they rem ained 
upon their reservation, furnished aid an d 
comfort to those absent w ith bloody in ­ 
tent. 
These prisoners should be treated kindly, 
and kept in restraint far from the locality 
of their form er reservation. They should 
be subjected to efforts calculated to lead to 
thi-ir im provem ent, and to the softening of 
their savage aud cruel instincts; but th eir 
return to their old hom e should be persist­ 
ently rejected. 
The Secretary of W ar, in 
h s report, gives a graphic history of thes 
Indians, and recites with painful vividness 
their bloody deeds, and the unhappy fail­ 
ure of the Governm ent to m anage them bv 
peaceful means. It will be amazing if a 
perusal of tnis history will allow the su r­ 
vival of a desire for the return of these 
prisoners to their reservation upon senti­ 
m ental or any other grounds. 


THE NAVY 
DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Secretary of the N avy 
demonstrates a very intelligent m anage­ 
m ent in that departm ent, and discloses th e 
most satisfactory progress in the w ork o f 
reconstructing 'h e navy duriDg the past 
year. Of the ships in course of construc­ 
tion live, viz ; the Charleston. B altim ore, 
Yorktow n. Vesuvius and Petrel, have in 
that tim e been launched, and are rapidly 
approaching com pletion; and in addition 
to the above the Philadelphia, the San 
Francisco, the Newark, the W ashington, 
the Concord aud the Herresshol'.M orpedo 
boats, are all under contract for delivery to 
the departm ent during the next year. 
T he 
progress already made, and being m ade, 
gives good ground for the expectation th a t 
these eleven vessels will he incorporated as 
a part of the Am erican navy w ithin th e 
next twelve m onths. 
The report shows that notw ithstanding 
the large expenditures for new construc­ 
tion, and the additional labor they involve, 
the total ordinary current expenditures o f 
the D epartm ent for the three years ending 
June 30,1888, are less by more than 20 per 
cent, than such expenditure for the th ree 
years ending June 30, 1884. The various 
steps which have been taken to im prove 
the business m ethods of the D epartm ent 
are reviewed by the Secretary. 
The p u r­ 
chasing of snppiies has been consolidated 
and placed under a responsible B urean 
head. 
This has resulted in the curtailm ent 
ot open purchases w hich in the years 1884 
and 1885 am ounted to over 51) per cent, o f 
all the purchases of the Departm ent. 
A t 
the present tim e about 90 per cent, of th e 
total Departm ental parchases are m ade b y 
contract and after competition. As th e 
expenditures on the acconnt excseds an 
avirage of $27,000,000 annually, it is evi­ 
dent that^in im portant im provem ent in th e 
system has been inaugurated and substan­ 
tial economies introduced. 


THE POSTAL DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Postm aster-G eneral 
shows a m arked increase of bhsiness in 
every branch of the postal service. 
T h e 
nnm ber of Postoffices on Ju ly 1,1888. w as 
57,376. an increase of 6,124 in three yeara 
and of 2,219 for the last fiscal year. 
T h e 
free-deliverv offices have increased from 
189 in the fiscal year ended June 30. 1887, 
to 858 in the year ended June 30, 1888. In 
the railway mail service there has been an 
increase in" one year of 168 routes, and in 
the num ber of m iles traveled per an n u m 
an increase of 150,715 917,411. T he esti­ 
m ated increase of railroad service fu r the 
year is 600 miles. 
The volume of business 
in the m oney-order division, including th e 
transactions in postal notes, reached th e 
sum of upwards of $143,000,000 fur the- 
year. D uring the past year postal con­ 
ventions have been concluded with th e 
Barbadoes, the Baham as, B ritish H 
d u ras 
and Mexico, and are now under negotia­ 
tions with all the Central and South A m eri­ 
can States. 
The increase of correspondence w ith for­ 
eign countries during -the past three years 
is gratifying, and is especially notable and 
exceptional with the Central and S outh 
Am erican States and with Mexico. 
As th e 
greater part of m ail m atter exchanged w ith 
these countries is commercial in its char­ 
acter, this increase is evidence of the im ­ 
proved business relations w ith them . 
T he 
practical operation of the parcel post con­ 
ventions, so far as negotiated, have served 
to fulfill the m ost favorable predictions as 
to their benefits. 
In January last a general 
post convention was negotiated w ith th e 
Dom inion of Canada, which went into op­ 
eration on M arch last, and which p racti­ 
cally makes one postal territory of th e 
United States and Canada. 
U nder it m er­ 
chandise parcels may now be transm itted 
through the m ails at fourth-class rates of 
postage. 
It is not possible here to touch even th e 
leading heads of the great postal establish­ 
m ent to illustrate the enormous and rap id 
growth of its business, and the needs for 
legislative readjustm ent of its m achinery, 
th at it has outgrown. 
For these and o th er 
valuable recom m crds'ions 
f the P ost­ 
master-General attention is earnestly in ­ 
vited to his report. A Department w hose 
revenues have increased from $ 19 772.000 
in 1870 to $52.700,090 in 1888, despite th e 
reductions of postage, which nave enor­ 
m ously reduced the rate- >f revenue w hile 
greatly increasing its business, dem anda 
the careful consideration of Congress an to 
all m atters suggested by i hose fam iliar w ith 
its operations, and w hich arc ealeu lsi-i to 
increase its efficiently and usefuln 


POSTOFFXCE BUILDINGS. 
A bill, prepared by 
the I W a . v e r - 
Genera! was introduced at the la 
*,?ion 
of the last Congress, by w hich a uniform 
standard in the am ount of gross rc « ! p it 
would fix the right of a com inunitv to a 
public buildm g to be erected by the’ C iv- 
ernm ent for postoffice purposes. 
It w as 
dem onstrated that, aside from the public 
convenience and the prom otion of h arm ony 
am ong citizens, invariable disturbed by a 
change of bearings a n j of site, it was a 
measure of the highest economy and of 
sound busine. s judgm ent. 
It was found 
that the G overnm ent was paying in re n ts 
at the rate of from seven to [ten?] per cent, 
per annnm on what th e cost of such public 
buildings would be. 
A very great advan­ 
tage resulting from suoh a law w ould be 
the prevention of a large num ber of billa 
constantly introduced for tue erection of 
public buildin. - 
tit places and involving 
ex p tn d ú urei net justified by pub ic ne­ 
cessity. 
I trust 'h a t this bill will b«Mome 
a law at the present session of Congress.

ondition seems to demand legislation is 
that of clerks in the postoffice, and I call 
especial attention to the repeated recom­ 
mendations of the Postmaster-General for 
their classification. 
Proper legislation of 
this character for the. relief of carriers in , 
the free-delivery service has been frequent. 
Provision is made for their promotion, 
substitutes for holidays, and limiting their 
hours of labor. Seven million dollars have 
been appropriated for the oarrent year to 
provide for them, though the total number 
of offices where they are employed is but 
358 for the past fiscal year, with an esti­ 
mate increase for the current year of but 
forty, while the total appropriation for all 
clerks in offices throughout the United 
States is $5,950,009- 


RELA TIO N S W ITH 
RAILRO AD S. 
The legislation affecting the relations of 
the Government with railroads is in need 
of revision. While, for the most part, the 
railroad companies throughout the country 
have cordially co-operated with the Post­ 
office Department in rendering excellent 
service, yet under the law as it stands, 
while 
the compensation 
to them for 
carrying the mail is limited and regu­ 
lated, 
and, although the railroads are 
made post roads by iaw, there is no author­ 
ity reposed anywhere to compel the owner 
of a railroad to take and carry the United 
States mail. The only alternative provided 
by Act of Congress in case of refusal is for 
the Postmaster-General to send the mail 
forward by pony express. This is but an 
illustration of ill-fitting legislation, reason­ 
able and proper at the time of its enact­ 
ment, but long since outgrown and requir­ 
ing readjustment. 


M A IL R O B BER IES OVERLO O KED. 
It is gratifying to note, from the care­ 
fully prepared statistics accompanying the 
Postmaster General's report that, notwith­ 
standing the great expansion of the service, 
the rate to expendí, .¡res has been lessened 
and the efficiency has been improved in 
every branch; that fraud and crime have 
decreased; that loss from the mails have 
been reduced, and that the number of com­ 
plaints of the service made to Postmasters 
and to the Department are far less than ever 
before. 
DEPARTM EN T OF JU ST IC E . 
The transactions of the Department of 
Justice for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1888, are contained in the report of the 
Attorney-General, as well as a number of 
valuable recommendations, the most of 
which are repetitions of those previously 
made, aud ought to receive consideration. 
It is stated in this report that though judg­ 
ments in civil suits amounting to $5,520,­ 
018 were recovered in favor of the Govern­ 
ment during the year, Only the sum of 
$132,934 was collected thereon, and that 
though fines, penalties and forfeitures were 
imposed amounting to $541,808 43, only 
$109.648 42 of that sum was paid on ac­ 
count thereof. These facts may furnish an 
illustration of the sentiment which exten­ 
sively prevails that a debt due the Govern­ 
ment should cause no inconvenience to the 
citizen. 
T H IN K S PO LYG AM Y IS DEAD. 
It also appears from this report that, 
though prior to March. 1885, there had 
been but six convictions in the Territories 
of Utah and Idaho under the laws of 1862 
and 1882 punishing polygamy and unlaw­ 
ful cohabitation as crimes, there have been 
since that date nearly 600 convictions un- 
dsr these laws and the statutes of 1887, and 
the opinion is expressed that under such a 
firm and vigilant execution of those laws 
and the advance of ideas opposed to the 
forbidden practice, polygamy within the 
United States is virtually at an end. 
The suits instituted by the Government 
under the provisions of the Act of March 
3, 1887, for the termination of the corpora­ 
tions known as the Popular Migration Fund 
Company and the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints have resulted in e de­ 
cree favorable to the Government, declar­ 
ing the charters of these corporations for­ 
feited and escheating their property. Such 
property, amounting in value to more than 
$800,000 is in the hands of a Receiver pend­ 
ing farther proceeding, an appeal having 
been taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
4 
TH E IN T E R IO R D EPA RTM EN T. 
In the report of the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior, which will be laid before you, the 
condition of the various branches of our 
domestic affairs connected with that De­ 
partment, and its operations during the 
Cast year, are fully exhibited, and as but a 
rief reference to some of the subjects dis­ 
cussed in this able and interesting report 
can be here made, I commend the entire 
report to the attention of Congress, and 
trust the sensible and valuable recom­ 
mendations it contains will secure careful 
consideration. I cannot too strenuously 
insist upon the importance of proper meas­ 
ures to insure a right disposition of our 
public lands, not only as a matter of pres­ 
ent justice, but as a forecast of the conse­ 
quences to future generations. The broad, 
rich acres of our agricultural plains have 
been long preserved by nature to become 
her untrammeled gift to a people civilized 
and free, upon which should rest, in well- 
distributed ownership, the numerous homes 
of enlightened and fraternal citizens. They 
came to the National possession with the 
warning 
example 
in 
our 
eyes 
that 
with the entail of iniquities in landed 
proprietorship 
which 
other 
coun­ 
tries 
have permitted and still suffer, 
we have no excuse for the violation of 
principles cogently taught by reason and 
example, nor for the allowance of protests 
which have at some time exposed our 
lands to colossal greed. 
Laws which open 
the doors to the fraudulent acquisition, by 
an Administration which permits a rapa­ 
cious seizure, by a favor, of a few of the ex­ 
panded acres that many should enjoy, are 
accessory to offenses against our national 
welfare and humanity, not to be too se­ 
verely condemned or punished. 
It is graiitymg to know that something 
has been done at last to redress the injuries 
.to our people and check the perilous ten­ 
dency of the reckless waste of national do­ 
main ; that over 80,000,000 acres have been 
arrested from illegal usurpations, improvi­ 
dent grants and fraudulent entries and 
claims, to be taken for the homestead of 
honest industry—although less than the 
greater areas thus unjustly lost—must afford 
a profound gratification to right-feeling 
citizens, as it is recompense for the labors 
and struggles for the recovery. Our dear 
experience ought sufficiently to urge ihe 
speedy enactment of measures of legisla­ 
tion which will confine the future disposi­ 
tion of our remaining agricultural lands to 
the use of actual husbandry and genuine 
homes. Nor should our vast tracts of 


SO-CALLED DESERT LANDS 
Be yielded up to the monopoly of corpora­ 
tions or grasping individuals, as appears to 
be much the tendency under the existing 
statute. The lands require but the supply 
of water to become fertile and productive. 
It is a proolem of great moment how most 
wisely for the public good that factor shall 
be furnished. I cannot but think it peril­ 
ous to suffer either these lands or the 
sources ol their irrigation to fall ihto the 
hands, of monopolies, which 
by such 
means may exercise a lordship over areas 
dependent on their treatment for product­ 
iveness. Already steps have been taken to 
secure accurate and scientific information 
of the conditions which are the prime 
basis of intelligent action. Until 
this 
ahall be attained, the course of wisdom ap­ 
pears clearly to lie in a suspension of fur­ 
ther disposal, which only promises to cre­ 
ate rights antagonistic to'the common in­ 
terest. No harm can follow this caution­ 
ary conduct. - Ih e land will remain, and 
the public good presents no demands for 
hasty dispossession of national ownership 
and "control. 
I commend also the recommendation that 
appropriate measures be taken to complete 
the adjustment of the various grants to the 
States for internal improvements, and of 
swamp and overflowed lands, as well as to 
adjudicate and finally determine the valid­ 
ity and extent of the numerous private 
land claims. All these are elements of 
great injustice and peril to the settlers upon 
the localities affected, and now that their 
existence is more pressing than ever, to fix. 
as soon as possible, their grounds, and ter­ 
minate the threats of trouble which arise 
from uncertainty. 


IN D IA N LANDS. 


The condition of our Indian population 
continues to improve, and the proofs mul- 
♦ídIv that the transforming change so much 
to be desired, and which shall substitute for 
harbarism enlightened and civilizing educa­ 
tion is in favorable progress. Our rela­ 
tions with these people during the year 
Have been disturbed by no serious disor­ 
der* but rather marked by a better realiza- 
XTn’nf their true interests and increasing 


confidence and good. 
These conditions 
testify to the value of the higher tone of 
consideration and hum anity which has 
governed the later methods of dealing with 
them, and I commend its continued observ­ 
ance. 
Allotments in severalty have been made on 
some reservations until all those entitled 
to land thereon have had their shares as­ 
signed, and the work is still continued. In 
directing the execution of this duty, I have 
not aimed so much at rapid dispatch as to 
secure just and fair arrangements which 
shall be conducive to the objects of the law. 
producing satisfaction with the results of 
the allotments made. No measure of gen­ 
eral effect has ever been entered on front 
which more may be fairly hoped, if it shall 
be discreetly administered. It proffers an 
opportunity for that independence of spirit 
and life which the Indian peculiarities 
need, while at the same time the inaliena­ 
bility of title affords security against the 
risks which his inexperience of affairs or 
weakness of character may expose him to 
iu dealing with others. Whenever begun 
upon any reservation, it should be made 
complete, so that all are brought to the 
same condition, and as soon as possible 
community in lands should cease by open­ 
ing such as remain unallotted to settle­ 
ment. Contact with the ways of industri­ 
ous and successful farmers will perhaps 
add a healthy emulation, which will both 
instruct and stimulate. 


IN D IA N SCHOOLS. 
But no agency for the amelioration of 
this people appears to me so promising as 
the extension urged by the Secretary of 
such complete facilities of education as shall 
at the earliest possible day embrace all 
teachable Indian youths of both sexes, and 
retain them with a kindly and beneficent 
hold until their characters are formed and 
their faculties and dispositions trained to 
pursuits in soiue form of useful indnst-'-. 
The capacity of the Indian no longer needs 
demonstration. It is established. It re­ 
mains to make the most of it. and when 
that sball be done the curse will be lifted, 
the Indian race saved, the sin of their op­ 
pression redeemed. The time of its ac­ 
complishment depends upon the spirit and 
justice with which it shall be prosecuted. 
It cannot be too soon for the Indian nor 
for the interest and good name of the na­ 
tion. 
The average attendance of Indian pupils 
in the schools increased by over 900 during 
the year, and the total enrollment reached 
1.591. The cost of maintenance was not 
materially raised. The number of teacha­ 
ble Indian youth is now 40,005, or neariy 
three times the enrollment of the schools. 
It is believed the obstacles in the way of 
instructing all are surmountable, and that 
the necessary expenditure would be a meas­ 
ure of economy. 
TH E 6IO C X . 
The Sioux tribes on the great reservation 
of Dakota refused to accept the Act passed 
by the Congress at its last session for open­ 
ing a portion of their lauds to their settle­ 
ment, notwithstanding a modification of 
the terms was suggested which met most of 
the objections. Their demand is for the 
immediate payment of 
the full 
price 
of 
$1 25 
per 
acre 
for 
the 
en 
tire 
body 
of 
land, 
the 
occupancy 
of which they are asked to relinquish. The 
manner of submission insured them a fair 
understanding of the law, and their action 
was undoubtedly as thoroughly intelligent 
as their capacity admitted. It is at least 
gratifying that no reproach of over-reach­ 
ing can in any manner be made against the 
Government, however advisable the favor­ 
able completio of the negotiation may have 
been esteemen. 
I concur in the¡ suggestion of the Secre­ 
tary regarding the Turtle Mountain In­ 
dians, the two reservations in California 
and the Crees. They should, in my opinion, 
receive immediate attention. 


T H E TENSIO N BU REAU . 
The number of pensions added to the 
rolls duriDg the fiscal year, ended June 30, 
1888, is 60,252, and increases of pensions 
were granted in 45,716 cases. The names 
of 15,736 persons were dropped from the 
rolls during thejyear for various causes, and 
at the cloie of the year the number of per­ 
sons of ail classes receiving pensions was 
452,557. Of these there were 806 survivors 
of the war of 1812 ; 10,787 widows of these 
who served in that w ar; 16,060 soldiers ol 
the Mexican War, and 5,104 widows of said 
soldiers. There are 102 different rates of 
pensions to be paid to beneficiaries, rang­ 
ing from $2 to $416 66 [?] per month. The 
amount paid for pensions during the fiscal 
year was $7S,775.861 92, being an increase 
over the preceding year of $5,308,280 22. 
The expense attending the maintenance 
and ooeration of the Pension Bureau dur­ 
ing that period was $3,362,524 67, making 
the entire expenditure of the Bureau $82,­ 
038,386 57, being 214 per cent, of the total 
expenditures of the Government during 
the year. 
TOO M A N Y PEN SIO N ERS. 
I am thoroughly convinced that our gen­ 
eral pension lists should be revised and ad­ 
justed to meet, as far as possible and in the 
light of our experience, all meritorious 
cases. The fact that 102 different rates of 
pensions are paid cannot, in my opinion, 
be made consistent with justice to the 
pensioner or to the Government, and the 
numerous private pension bills that are 
passed, predicated upon the imperfection of 
the general laws, while they increase in 
many cases the existing inequality and in­ 
justice. lend additional force to the recom­ 
mendation for a revision of the general 
laws on this subject. 
The laxity of ideas 
prevailing among a large number of our 
people regarding pensions is becoming 
every day more marked. 
The principles 
upon which they should be granted are in 
danger of being altogether ignored, and al­ 
ready pensions are often claimed because 
the applicants are as much entitled as other 
successful applicants, rather than upon any 
disability reasonably attributable to mili­ 
tary 
service. 
I t " the 
establishment 
of 
various 
precedents be 
continued, 
the granting of pensions be not divorced 
from partisan and other unworthy and 
irrelevant considerations, and if the"honor­ 
able name of veteran unfairly becomes by 
these means but another term for one who 
constantly clamors for the aid of the Gov­ 
ernment, there is danger that injury will be 
done to the fame and patriotism of many 
whom our citizens delight to honor, and 
that a prejudice will be aroused unjust to 
meritorious applicants for pensions. 


DEPARTM ENT OF AGRICU LTU RE. 
The Department of Agriculture has con­ 
tinued, with a good measure of success, its 
efforts to develop the processes, enlarge the 
results and augment the profits of Ameri­ 
can husbandry. It has collected and dis­ 
tributed practical information, introduced 
and tested new plants, checked the spread 
of contagious diseases of farm animals, re­ 
sisted the advance of noxious insects and 
destructive fungus growths, and sought to 
secure to agricultural labor the highest re­ 
wards of effort and the fullest immunity 
from its loss. Its records of the year show 
that the season of 1888 has been one of me­ 
dium productions. A generous supply of 
the demands of consumption has been as­ 
sured and a surplus for exportation, mod­ 
erate in certain products and bountiful in 
others, will prove a benefit alike to buyer 
and grower. 


T H E CATTLE D ISEA SE . 
Fouryears ago it was found that the great 
cattle industry of the country was endan­ 
gered, and those engaged in it were alarmed 
at the rapid extension of the European lung 
plague of pluro-pneumonia. Serious out­ 
breaks existed in Illinois, Missouri and 
Kentucky, and 
in Tennessee 
animals 
affected were held in quarantine. 
Five 
counties in New York, and from one to 
four counties in each of the States of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania. Delaware and Mary­ 
land were almost equally affected. 
With this great daneer upon us, and 
with the contagion already in the channels 
of commerce, with enormous death and 
indirect losses already being caused by 
it, and when only prompt and energetic 
action could be successful, there were in 
none of those States any laws authorizing 
this Department to eradicate the malady, 
or giving the State officials power to co-op­ 
erate with it for this purpose. 
The De­ 
partment lacked both the requisite appro­ 
priation and authority. 
By securing State do-operation in con­ 
nection with authority from Congress, the 
work of eradication has been pressed suc­ 
cessfully. and this dreaded disease has 
been extirpated from the Western States, 
and also from the Eastern States with the 
exception of a few restricted districts which 
are still under supervision. The danger 
has thus been removed, and trade and com­ 
merce have been freed from the vexatious 
state of restrictions which were deemed 
necessary for a time.

MANUFACTURE 
OF SUGAR 
FROM SORGHUM 
AND SUGAR CANE. 
D uring the past four years the process of 
diffusion, as applied to the m anufacture of 
sugar from sorghum and sugar cane, ha3 
been introduced into this country and 
fully perfected by experim ents carried on 
by the Departm ent o f Agriculture. 
This 
process is now universally considered to 
be the best econom ically, and it is thought 
the sorghum sugar industry has been es­ 
tablished upon a firmer basis and the road 
to its future success opened. 
The adoption 
o f the diffusion process is also extending 
into Louisiana and other sugar-producing 
parts o f the country and will doubtless 
soon be the only m ethod em ployed for the 
extraction of sugar from the cane. 
FOOD ADULTERATION. 
A n exhaustive study has also, w ithin the 
sam e period, been undertaken on the sub­ 
ject of food adulteration and the best ana­ 
lytical m ethods for detecting it. 
A part of 
the results of this work has already been 
published by the Departm ent, w hich, w ith 
the m atter in course of preparation, w ill 
m ake the m ost com plete treatise on that 
subject that has ever been published in any 
country. 
The Departm ent seeks a pro­ 
gressive developm ent. 
It would com bine 
the discoveries of science w ith the econo­ 
m ies and am elioration of rural practice. 
EXPERIMENTAL STATION SUPERVISION. 
A supervision of the endowed experi­ 
m ental station system recently provided for, 
is a proper function o f the Department, 
and is now in operatien. 
T his supervision 
is very im portant and should be w isely 
agd vigilantly directed to the end that the 
pecuniary aid of the G overnm ent in favor 
of intelligent agriculture should be so ap­ 
plied as to result in the general good and 
o the benefit o f all our people, thus ju sti­ 
fying the appropriation m ade from the 
public treasury. 


T H E RA ILR O AD QUESTION. 
T he adjustm ent o f the relations between 
the Governm ent and the railroad com pa­ 
nies w hich have received land grants and 
the guaranty o f the public credit in aid of 
the construction of their roads, should re­ 
ceive early attention. 
T he report of the 
majority o f the Com m issioners appointed 
to exam ine the affairs and indebtedness of 
these roads, in w hich they favor an exten ­ 
sion of the tim e for the paym ent of such 
indebtedness in at least one case w here the 
corporation appears to be unable to com ply 
w itn the well-guarded and exact terms of 
such extension ; aud the reinforcem ent of 
their opinion by gentlem en of undoubted 
business judgm ent and experience, ap­ 
pointed to protect the interests of the Gov­ 
ernm ent as Directors of said corporation, 
m ay w ell lead to the belief that such an 
extension would be to the advantage of 
the G overnm ent. 
T he subject should be 
treated as a business proposition, w ith a 
new and final realization of its indebted­ 
ness, by the Governm ent, rather than as a 
question to be decided upon prejudice or 
by m ay of punishm ent for previous wrong­ 
doing. 
D ISTRICT OF COLUM BIA. 
T he report o f the Com m issioners of the 
District of Columbia, with its accom pany­ 
ing docum ents, gives in detail the opera­ 
tions of the several departm ents o f the 
District G overnm ent and furnishes evi­ 
dence that the financial 
affairs of the 
District are at present in such a satisfactory 
condition as to justify the Com missioners 
in subm itting to Congress estim ates for de­ 
sirable and needed im provem ents. 
The 
Com m issioners recom m end certain legisla­ 
tion w hich in their opinion is necessary to 
advance the interests of the District. 
1 in ­ 
vite your special attention to their request 
for such legislation as w ill enable the Com­ 
m issioners, w ithout delay, to collect a di­ 
gest and properly arrange the laws by 
w hich the District is goveined—and which 
are now embraced in the several collections, 
m aking them available only w ith great dif­ 
ficulty and labor—the suggestions that they 
m ake touching desirable am endm ents to 
the law s relating to license granted for car­ 
rying on the retail traffic in spirituous li­ 
quors ; to the observance of Sunday; to the 
proper assessm ent of taxes ; to the speedy 
punishm ent ol m inor offenders, and to the 
m anagem ent of the reformatory and chari­ 
table institutions supported by Congress­ 
ional appropriation. 
A ll are com m ended 
to your careful consideration. 
I again call attention to tne present in ­ 
convenience and the danger to life and 
property attending the operation of steam 
railroads through and across the public 
streets and roads of the District. 
T he pro­ 
priety o f such legislation as w ill properly 
guard the use of these railroads and better 
secure the convenience and safety of citi­ 
zens is m anifest. 


CONCLUSION. 
T he consciousness that I have presented 
but an im perfect statem ent of the condition 
o f our country and its wants occasions no 
fear that anything om itted is not known 
and appreciated by Congress, upon w hom 
rests the responsibility of intelligent legis­ 
lation in behalf of a great nation and a 
confiding people. 
A s public servants, we 
sh all do our duty w ell if we constantly 
guard the rectitude of our intentions, m ain­ 
tain unsullied our love o f country, and 
w ith unselfish purpose strive for the public 
good.

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LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SCHOOL ELECTION. 


A Very Light Vote Polled—Three Repub­ 
licans and One American Klected. 
The election for four School Diiectors. 
one from each ward, took place in this city 
yesterday. But little interest was taken, 
the tickets put up by the politicians not 
pleasing people generally, m any saying 
there was no choice, and refused to go to 
the polis. The total vote was only 1,433 
out of a total registration of nearly 7,000. 
The polls closed at 4:41 p. m., although 
parties at each polling place protested 
against such action. 
The la3t Legislature passed the following 
law, w{h:ch was approved March 15, 1887: 
Section 1. Section 1160 of th e Political Code 
is hereby am ended to read a - follows: 1160— 
T h e polls m ust be opened at 6 o 'clock on the 
tn o rc in g of th e day of election, a n a m ust be 
k e p t open u n til 7 o'clock on th e evening o f the 
sam e day , w hen th e polls shall be closed. 
The Judges of the Election Boards ig­ 
nored the statute, when the election proc­ 
lam ation of Auditor McKee was consulted, 
which said, “ Polls will open at 6 o'clock 
and close at sundown." 
It did not say 6 
A. m , but simply six o’clock. The Election 
Boards took it for granted that he meant 
morning, and they were on hand bright 
and early in the day. 
What does he mean 
by “ sundown ? ” The calendars consulted 
said “ sunset ” took place at 4:39, and polls 
were closed accordingly. Sacramento is 
getting to be a big town, as several degrees 
of longitude seemed to separate some of 
the polling places. Nine minutes between 
the closing of the polls of the fourth and 
Second Wards would indicate that the Sed1- 
ond W ard polls were some 270 miles west 
of the Fourth. This is another proof of 
the effects of our glorious climate. 
Mayor Gregory says that the City Board 
of Trustees never ordered the polls closed 
at sunset in contravention of law ; the 
officers of the Election Boards were so 
notified, but they got there just the same, 
and there is great kicking through the city 
especially among railroad employes, who 
were thus shut off from voting, it is said 
the election will be protested, and citizens 
last night were offering to bet that the 
Courts would hold the election to be illegal. 
The reasons they give are the 
plain 
wording of the law, and that no citizen# 
legally entitled to vote can be thus de­ 
prived of their privilege, and still the result 
be held legal. 
Also that the Supreme 
Court, in the case of the People vs. Seale, 
in 52 Cal. Kep., decided as follows, under 
the old election law, which differs from the 
present only in the hours nam ed: 
T he notice to be published of an election to be 
h e ld for the im position o f a tax m ust state the 
tim e at w hich th e election w ill be held, and if 
It states th a t the polls w ill be open betw een the 
h o u rs of 1 an d 6 p. M. it U iUcgal. 
The giving of 
th e prescribed notice is m aterial, an d th e tim e 
a t w lilch th e election is to be hela is required to 
b e stated in th e notice. T he election m ust be 
h e ld as lA arly as practicable in conform ity w ith 
th e general election law . 
It is essential th a t 
n e ith e r th e notice o f election or any o th er pro­ 
ceedings contravene th e provisions of the gen­ 
e ra l election law s. 
In th is case th e notice was 
to the effect th a t th e polls w ould be open only 
betw een th e hours of 1 o'clock p.m. and 6 o clock 
T. m., an d in point of fact the polls were kept 
open only betw een those hours, and in th is im ­ 
p o rta n t respect the election, as held, was not in 
conform ity w ith the general election law s, for 
th a t requires th e polls to be open “at one hour 
a fte r sunrise on the m orning of th e election" 
a n d to be kept open u n til sunset.

IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


Proceedings of the Meeting of the Exec­ 
utive Committee Held Last Evening. 
The Executive Committee of the Im ­ 
provement Association held a meeting last 
evening, Judge W. H. Beatty presiding and 
C. W . Baker Secretary. 
C. A. Luhrs, from the Committee on 
Levees, made a report of a careful examin­ 
ation recently made of the city levees. 
Everything was found in a highly satisfac­ 
tory condition, except it was observed that 
on the north side of the citv, opposite 
M rs. Hooker's place, the river side of the 
embankment had been exposed by wood- 
cboppers clearing off the willow growth 
which grew thick upon it. He thought 
this should not be permitted. 
On motion of J. O. Coleman, the speaker 
was requested to call the attention of the 
owner of the property where the willows 
bad been cut off to Ae danger of such 
action which he thought would be all that 
is necessary to prevent further clearing of 
timber where needed for protection. 
A report was made by the Secretary con­ 
cerning collecting and arranging Sacramen­ 
to's portion of the exhibit to leave for the 
East this week, and to be there displayed 
on wheels under the auspices of the State 
Board of Trade. The collection, it was 
Btated, was being arranged bv the Mayor, 
who had entire charge of the subject. The 
Secretary also stated that the City Board of 
Trustees had subscribed for 1,000 copies 
and the Board of Supervisors for 2,500 of 
the new pamphlet of our resources, now 
being published, for distribution in connec­ 
tion with the display of the traveling exhi­ 
bition at the East. 
Dr. Simmons called attention to the ne­ 
cessity of having some repairs made to the 
fence surrounding the permanent exhibi­ 
tion grounds near the depot, and also for a 
w alk to be constructed between the depot 
And the gate to the exhibition grounds. 
J. O. Coleman, of the Exhibition Com­ 
mittee, stated that arrangements had al­ 
ready been made for the walk to be pnt 
down, and the committee would no doubt 
also attend to the other repairs referred to. 
Mr. Luhrs called up the question of a 
better water supply, and thought that 
either larger mains or a new pump, or both, 
should be put in. This led to a full dis­ 
cussion of the water subject, which has 
heretofore been so fully investigated by the 
"Water Committee, of which Dr. Simmons 
is Chairman, and all the phases of the 
question were reviewed, including the pro­ 
curement of a supply of clear and pure 
water from the subterranean strata on the 
cast of the city. Remarks were made by 
Dr. Simmons, Judge Beatty, Senator Dray, 
J . W. Wilson, C. H. Hubbard. J. M. Avery. 
J . O. Coleman, C. H. Cummings, C. W. 
Baker, City Engineer Bassett and others. 
The matter of procuring not only an ample 
supply of water, but that which is clear 
and pure, was unanimously regarded as of 
the highest importance, and upon motion 
a special meeting of the Executive Com­ 
mittee was called for next Monday evening 
a t 7:30 to consider the subject, and at which 
the City Trustees are to be invited to be 
present. 
After auditing several bills and attending 
to other routine matters the committee ad­ 
journed.

ANOTHER STREET RAILWAY. 
R. S. Carey asked for a charter to build a 
street railway on, over or along the follow­ 
ing streets : Beginning at the intersection 
of Second and K streets, thence down Sec­ 
ond to O, thence east along O to Tenth, 
thence sonth.down Tenth to the City Cem­ 
etery. If the motive power is electricity' it 
shall not be by poles erected on the streets. 
The rate of fare is to be the same as on the 
other roads—five cents a single fare. He 
presented an ordinance for the same, which 
was laid over for one week. 
Section 7 of the ordinance reads : " The 
reasons for granting the right to use other 
power than horse power in this franchise, 
are that the ptfclic convenience demands 
it; that it will be beneficial to the city; 
will tend to increase its population, and 
will enable the citizens to have easier com­ 
munication from one part of the citv to an­ 
other.” 
Mr. Carey said he intended to put in a 
double curve at Tenth and K, and double 
the track on Tenth street to O, and on O to 
Eleventh, so as to make it conform in that 
respect to the H-street line. He wanted 
this order passed, so that he could, when 
ordering the iron for the Tenth-street line, 
order also for the proposed O and Cemetery 
line. He said he would make the change 
on Tenth street immediately, and would 
soon have the line in operation to the 
Crocker Art Gallery. By ordering his iron 
in carload lots from the East he could get 
it cheaper. 
The Clerk of the Water-works reported 
for the week ending December 2d, 23,212,­ 
000 gallons of water pumped. The Holly 
pump was in use 154 hours and the Steven's 
pump 16. 
The Clerk was directed to advertise for 
bids for city printing and supplies for the 
city jail for the ensuing year. 
Complaints were made of the condition 
of the sidewalk ou the south side of M 
street, between Fourth and Fifth, and the 
sidewalk leading from the Yolo bridge to 
Second street. The matter was referred to 
the Street Commissioner. 
The attention of the Sidewalk Inspector 
was directed to the condition of the side­ 
walk on the west side of Fourth street, be­ 
tween N and O. 
After auditing a number of bill and 
ordering the same paid the Board ad­ 
journed.

The City Pumpa Take a Rest for Seven 
^oura. 
For seven hours and a half yesterday 
morniDg this city was without water, to 
the utter consternation of housekeepers and 
citizens generally. Of course it was sup­ 
posed that the water had been shut off to 
allow repairs to pipes, and nq uneasiness 
was felt, though there was some strong lan­ 
guage used because no notice had been 
given of the shutting off of the water ; but 
when it was learned (hat there was no 
water supply which could have been used 
in case of fire, a great deal of indignation 
was expressed. Of course, housekeepers 
were put to considerable inconvenience, but 
that was a small matter compared to what 
nnght have been the result had a fire oc­ 
curred. 
It appears from the best information ob­ 
tainable at the water works that on the 
night previous the water was let out of the 
reservoir on top of the city prison in order 
that the tank might be repaired. 
When 
the water got low in the tank the air was 
admitted to the pump valves and the 
pumps “ lost the water," as the engineers 
express 
it. 
The 
Holly 
pump 
was 
started, but before the engineer could 
get 
water 
again 
the supply in his 
boilers 
ran 
down 
so 
low' that he 
had to stop the engine. The boileis were 
not empty, but of course they were lower­ 
ing rapidly, and as he bad no supply from 
which to fill his boilers he shut down 
rather than burn them out. It is claimed 
that if there bad been a reserve tank of a 
few hundred gallons of water the pumps 
could have been run so as to recover the 
water in Half an hour. As it was there was 
air ou both sides of the valves. The 
twenty-eight-incb suction which leads to 
the river is about 400 feet long, and it was 
empty, so that there was a good deal of air 
to pump before water could be raised. 
The engine was stopped at 2 o’clock in 
the morning, and a tire engine was brought 
out and pumped water into the bilger 
under the Holiy pump and thence it was 
pumped into the boilers. A cap was taken 
off’ and water from the fire engine put in 
on top of the valves and then the stream 
was turned into the suction pipe. The 
pumps were started up again, and at about 
9:30 a . M. had the water flowing into the 
mains. 
In the meantime considerable water was 
supplied to the city by the pumps of the 
railroad company. As soon as A. J. Gard­ 
iner, foreman of the pipe department at 
the shops, learned of the difficulty he put 
all of the railroad pumps at w ort pump­ 
ing into the city mains through* the 8-iuch 
mam which connects the city works with the 
railroad company. The water from these 
pumps had just reached the water works 
when the city pumps were started again, 
and it is not certain tnat the latter would 
have succeeded in getting the water so soon 
if it had not been for the railroad pumps. 
It is claimed that the accident was through 
no fault of the engineer, but it would seem 
that some plan should be devised which 
would make such an accident impossible. 
The matter will no doubt receive a thorough 
investigation.

About three years ago Bruce 
took a poor, homeless German, nam ed George 
H acker, into his employ aud taught him the 
trade. H acker gradually developed into a full­ 
blown Anarchist, and when conversing on the 
subject o f anarchy he would grow excited and 
abusive. 
A BLOODY ASSAULT. 
This morning, when Bruce entered the bakery 
to m ix the flour for his bread. Hacker sprung on 
him . arm ed with a hatchet and a long knife. 
He struck Bruce on the head with the hatchet. 
T hen he crowded his dazed victim agaiict the 
w ail and deliberately plunged the dagger nine 
tim es into Bruce's ueck ana face. The victim 
cried out for his wife, and the brave woman 
rushed into the room and clutched the blood- 
be* pattered Anarchist about the neck, dragging 
him away from her husband just as he was lift­ 
ing th e hatchet to braiu the helpless man. 
A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE 
Between the frantic wife and the Anarchist then 
took place. He was wild with m urderous hate, 
and nolding his bloody knife in his hand he 
rushed about the room endeavoring to get agaiu 
at the dying Bruce. He finally did get by the 
wife and reached Bruce, w henihe latter—who is 
of giant fram e—struggled to his feet in a dying 
effort, *grabl»ed a shovel and struck Hacker a 
blow on the head. Hacker fled, aud is still at 
large. 
Bruce is at a hospital, with slim hopes of liv­ 
ing through the night.

London, December 3d.—The Morning Post, 
commenting on the President's message, says: 
“If America is really inclined to resume nego­ 
tiations on the subject of the fisheries she will 
find the English Ministers anim ated only by a 
sincere desire to promote the final and satisfac­ 
tory adjustm ent which Mr. Cleveland mentions, 
while unable to hold the same opinion as Mr 
Cleveland as to what the great demands of 
comity are.” The Post thinks it would be bet­ 
ter if England would look to the disposition of 
American statesmen in the future, than to 
wrangle over the past. 
v 
The staiuiard says: “ President Cleveland's 
message might have been more gracious and 
dignified if he could only have effaced from his 
recollection the unsuccessful 
election 
coup 
which sulled an otherwise honorable record. 
We did not expect to find him repeating his 
original error to show that he was not ashamed 
of himself." 
The Dailu Xcu-s says it would express more 
regret for Mr. Cleveland's acrimonious reference 
to the dismissal of Lord Sackville if Lord Salis­ 
bury had not set the example. 
Mr. Cleveland, 
it thinks, evidently has Lord Salisbury’s fatal 
gift of a bitter tongue. In other respects the 
message seems to be the most powerful perform­ 
ance which the President has accomplished— 
namely, the feat ol saying something both new 
and true about protection. 
Tbe fisheries ques- 
tiou.it thinks, will have a sm aller chance for 
settlem ent under Mr. Hurrisou than under Mr. 
Cleveland, but having only one great party to 
please, the chances lor judgm ent ou its merits 
may be greatly improved 
The Chronicle says President Cleveland uses 
stroug but true language about protection. 
In 
regard to the Sackviile m atter, it is satisfied to 
find that he refers to it as an occurrence to be 
deeply regretted. 


GRA ND OLD GLADSTONE. 


T he L ib e ral L e a d e r's F cath iu g D en u n ci­ 
atio n o f B a lfo u r's M ethods. 
London, December 3d.—The Commons went 
into Committee of the Whole to-night on the 
Irish estimates. An appropriation of £12,907 
was asked, in order to complete the sum of 
£10.707 for the expenses of the Irish Secretary’s 
office. 
Eilis (Liberal! moved a reduction, his pur­ 
pose being to raise a general debate on Balfour’s 
adm inistration. 
He t harged that the Govern­ 
ment was using coercion to such an extent that 
150 persons had been imprisoned since the 
Crimes Act went into operation. Ballour was seek­ 
ing to conceal from the people of Eugland the 
acts of cruelty perpetrated in Irelaud. Balfour's 
entire administraoisn had been characterized 
by party m alignity and calculated brutality. 
Balfour retorted sharply, a- d concluded his 
rem arks by saying that if the country ouce un­ 
derstood the crim inal methods by which polit­ 
ical objects were advocated in Ireland: if the 
character of the alliance binding the opposition 
were revealed, the verdict would not be with 
Gladstone. 
GLADSTONE’S ELOQUENCE. 
Gladstone, who had come from Ilawarden in 
order to as>ist in the attack upon the Govern­ 
m ent, tw itted Balfour and other Conslrvatives 
with having sought a sim ilar alliance on the 
eve of the last election. The Premier denied 
that the Liberals had sought party advantage in 
au alliance which arose from a concurrence of 
opinion with the Nationalists ufon the great 
lines of their policy toward Ireland. |Cheers.] 
He proceeded to charge Balfour with misrepre­ 
senting Earl Spencers treatm ent of prisoners 
when Spencer was Viceroy of Ireland, and re­ 
viewed other cases. Coming to 


the murders at mitchellstown. 
He assured the Conservatives that nothing but 
repentance would silence the reproach arisifig 
from that mistake. It would be heard again 
and again, until the Government would be 
obliged to condemn what it had heretofore 
praised, or until the time came when the solemu 
verdict of the whole country was given. ^Cheers 
and counter cheers.] These murders were never 
even inquired into as they ought to have been. 
But what could be expected of an Administra­ 
tion without a claim to character or honor or 
purity or justice ? 
BALFOUR’S REPLY. 
Baltour said that Gladstone, while protesting 
against stroug language, was indulging in criti­ 
cism the chief leaiureof which was the strength 
of epithet. He (Balfour.1 adm itted that he had 
fallen into error retarding Earl rponcer. but the 
mistake ai ose from defective iu formation sup­ 
plied him. Gladstone, in his account of the 
events at Mitchells.own, omitted to refer to the 
mob's attacks upon the police, thereby distort­ 
ing the truth ot that affair. The assailants of 
the Government could not travel beyond the 
narrow limits of a few charges which had often 
been refuted. 
After short speeches by Mr. Dillon, SirG.O . 
Trevelyn aud Mr. Balfour! with reference to the 
Gladstonian Government s treatm ent of political 
prisoners, the debate was, on motion of O'Brien, 
adjourned.

POLICE COURT. 


B ru ta l A ssau lt on a n O ld M a n —O tlier 
C ases. 
There was a large crowd in attendance at 
the Police Court yesterday morning, and a 
lengthy calender of more or less interesting 
cases. 
The first case called was that of 
Oscar Green, charged with grand larceny. 
T. B. Cropper and W. W. Bariow testified 
to having seen Green on L street, on Friday 
morning las', in company with Charles 
Grant, who was v*ry drunk. 
Green was 
attempting to get his hands into Grant's 
pockets. Officer Ash testified to arresting 
Green, and finding Grant's 
knife and 
money in his possesion. 
Green 
then 
pleaded guilty to taking tbe property, but 
said be was drunk and did nut know what 
he was doing. 
He was held to answer 
to tbe Superior Court, with bail fixed at 
$ 2.000. 
The sentence of Geoi^e Fisher, convicted 
of battery, was postponed until to-day at 11 
o'clock. 
James Fish pleaded guilty to petit lar­ 
ceny, in stealing a buggy robe from in front 
of Frank Wickwire’s store on K street. He 
was ordered to pay a fine of $40, or go to 
jail tor 40 days. 
Ed. Welch pleaded guilty to disturbing 
the peace. He will be sentenced at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 
John Stokes was tried and convicted on 
a charge of battery and will receive his 
sentence this morning. The evidence dis­ 
closed one of the most brutal assaults 
which has come to the notice of the Police 
Court in a long time. John M. S. Painter 
was the first witness called to the stand. 
His head was bandaged up and showed 
that he bad received a terrible beating. 
One of his eyes was entirely closed and 
had a deep cut below and above it. He 
testified that he was CO years of age and 
had lived in this city for six years. He 
was engaged iu working for the Sacramento 
Street Railway Company, cleaning tracks 
and relieving drivers. 
Defendant was the 
driver of the Golden Eagle Hotel omnibus, 
and for some time had ¿een in the habit of 
annoying him. Whenever he came along 
with his ’bus and witness was cleaning the 
track he would drive so as to come as near 
tunning over him as possible. 
When wit­ 
ness was driving defendant would some­ 
times jum p on the car and ring the bell so 
as to annoy him. On Friday morning wit­ 
ness was cieaning the track on Second 
street between I street and the depot. De­ 
fendant came along with his bus and drove 
so close to him that he had to step back to 
prevent being run over. Stokes drove on 
to the depot and he continued his work. A 
few minutes later Stokes, who had left 
his 'bus standing at the depot, came back 
to where witness was aud said: 
“ If 
you don't keep out of the way I will run 
over you.” 
Witness replied that he was 
engaged in attending to his own business and 
that if Stokes tried to ruu over him he 
would strike him with his shovel. H e 
then went on with his work, when Stokes 
struck him on the head and knocked him 
down. He was knocked senseless and did 
not know how often he was struck, but the 
first thing he realized was that Stokes had 
his knee planted in his chest and was heat­ 
ing him. Stokes then got up and went 
back to the depot. 
The defendant cross-examined the wit­ 
ness and asked him if he did not call him 
a vile name and threaten him with the 
shovel, which Mr. Painter denied. 
H. F. Root swore that he was not ac­ 
quainted with Mr. Painter. 
On Friday 
morning last he saw the defendant Paving 
him down and beatipg him. The old man 
was lying face down when he tiist saw him 
and defendant raised him up by the collar 
and pounded him in the face. Painter 
made no effort to strike back and did not 
appear to have any power of resistance. 
S. G. Rignev, driver of car No. 1, testified 
to seeing Stokes knock Painter down with 
one blow aud strike him two or more after 
he was down. 
Defendant went to Painter 
and the latter did not advance towards him 
at all. Did not hear him call defendant 
any name. Painter was holding the shovel 
in the position he usually held it when 
shoveling. 
R. S. Carey, President of the Street Rail­ 
way Company, testified that he had known 
Mr'. Painter for ten or twelve years. He 
was a peaceable, quiet man, and with one 
exception the best man he ever had in that 
position. Never knew him to get into any 
trouble or to be quarrelsome. 
Vincent J. Chamberlin, Superintendent 
of the road, testified substantially the same 
as Mr. Carev. 
James Roach swore that he saw Stokes 
straddling the old man and beating him in 
the face while he was down. 
8tokes was sworn in his own defense. He 
is a large, powerful young man of fine 
physique. 
He testified that 
when he 
started back from tbe depot it was with the 
intention of going up town. 
When he got 
near to where Painter was he said to him : 
‘‘O ldm an, you are liable to get run over 
some time if yon don’t step aside and give 
a man a show to get by.” That Painter 
then came for him and called him a vile 
name, and raised tbe shovel as if to strike 
him, and that then he struck Painter. He 
admitted on cross-examination that he 
would not have done it if he had not been 
under the influence of liquor, and said that 
he was sorry afterwards that he had done 
it. He acknowledged that he knocked the 
old men down with one blow and struck 
him twice after he was down. 
E. C. Hart, who conducted the prosecu­ 
tion, pointed out that the defendant was a 
stout, athletic young 
man, while Mr. 
Painter was an old man and a cripple, who 
was suffering from the effects of a broken 
leg and a raptare. 
Judge Buckley said that the battery was 
clearly established, and orderd Stokes to 
appear for sentence to-day at 10 a . m. 
Joseph Boyd was convicted of battery, 
and fined $2 50. The evidence showed thki 
while a battery was committed the com­ 
plaining witness, Nash Aella, really de­ 
served all he got and more. 
The case of F. F. Doland, charged with 
assault to mnrder, was continued until De­ 
cember 10th. 
• 
R. E. Knight 'and Billy Sullivan, first 
time drunks, were discharged, 
■ 


Edwin Earle and W. B. Murphy were ] 
held to answer to the Superior Court on 
charges of grand larceny, in robbing a 
man named B. Murphy of a watch and 
chain in a saloon on K street. Earle ac­ 
knowledged stealing the watch, at Murphy's 
request, aud said that Murphy sold the 
watch to Dave Smith, at the Tivoli. When 
they were arrested Smith turned over the 
watch to officer Campbell. 
On motion of the defendant, the case of 
Billy Dolan, charged with petit larceny and 
battery, was continued until to-day. 
Dan. Cummings forfeited a deposit of $5 
for being drunk. 
Willie Shaw and Richard Shaw were 
charged with battery, in hitting a China­ 
man named Ah Muck with a piece of coal 
and cutting his head. The two boys and* 
Eddie Ward testified tfiat Willie Shaw hit 
the Chinaman with the coal, but that it was 
accidental, and 
they 
were 
dischargid. 
Willie Shaw has been arrested for the same 
and other offenses, and is one of the worst 
boys in the city.
